We  traveled  to  Canterbury  with  an  experienced  team;  five  of  the  seven  - Josh  Wolfe,  Adam  Kapor, 
Chris  Donais,  and  J ,J.  Feigenbaum  had  been  a part  of  last  year's  championship  team,  and  John  Freker 
had  run  for  the  second-place  team  a year  earlier.  Joining  them  on  this  year's  seven  were  second-year 
Upper  Jon  Weigel  and  new  Lower  Justin  Lee.  We  had  a race  plan  to  finish  five  in  the  top  fifteen,  seven 
if  possible;  and  we  knew  that  our  hard  work  in  the  summer  and  pre-season  would  serve  us  well  on 
Canterbury's  hills.  Josh  Wolfe  ran  to  win,  and  almost  immediately  in  the  race  he  switched  to  his  back- 
up race  plan  by  taking  an  early  lead.  At  the  mile  mark  he  had  opened  a considerable  lead  over  the 
rest  of  the  field,  and  eventual  second-place  finisher  David  Nightengale  of  Loomis  Chaffee  was 
beginning  to  move  from  his  fourth  position.  Wolfe  held  his  lead  throughout  and  finished  fourteen 
seconds  ahead  of  Nightengale  in  16:51. 

The  team  race,  as  we  knew,  would  be  up  to  the  pack;  and  at  the  mile  mark  everyone  was  positioned 
well.  As  the  coaches  trotted  to  their  second  locations  along  the  course,  they  knew  that  all  the  team 
had  to  do  was  hold  their  positions  to  win  the  team  championship.  They  did  much  better  than  that. 

The  pack  moved  up  throughout  the  race,  and  with  a kilometer  remaining,  they  gained  several  spots 
on  the  wearying  competition.  Adam  Kapor  finished  sixth  overall  (17:46),  Chris  Donais  eighth  (18:10), 
John  Freker  (ninth  (18:13),  Justin  Lee  eleventh  (18:19),  Jon  Weigel  sixteenth  (18:31),  and  J.J. 
Feigenbaum  twenty-seventh  (19:00).  J.J.  had  faded  late  in  the  race,  later  realizing  he  had  not  eaten 
enough  before  the  race;  but  his  kick  on  the  final  soccer  field  of  the  course  provided  the  team's  most 
exciting  finish. 

Back  in  Andover  the  rest  of  the  boys'  and  girls'  teams  ran  a time  trial  in  the  same  heat  and  humidity, 
and  a long  string  of  impressive  runs  proved  the  team's  depth.  Jon  Hillman,  Sean  Hamilton,  and  Dan 
Serna  would  have  run  well  in  the  Andover  pack  at  Canterbury. 


A first-place  finish  at  Canterbury  means  only  that  we  were  better  prepared  this  week  than  the  teams 
that  showed  up  for  the  event;  the  real  season  lies  ahead,  and  while  this  earlier  championship  has 
limited  meaning,  it  is  not  bad  news.  This  is  a team  with  potential.

Cross  Country  Gangs  Up  On  Choate;  Nosed  Out  By  Exeter 

Andover  - 28  Choate  - 31  Andover  - 29  Exeter  - 26 

Exeter  joined  us  this  weekend  for  our  race  with  Choate  because  they  had  been  bumped  from  their 
second  invitational  in  two  weeks.  They  came  with  the  team  that  clearly  is  the  strongest  in  the  New 
England  Prep  circuit  at  this  time.  We  knew  that  both  Choate  and  Exeter  would  be  strong  up  front  with 
three  runners  apiece;  our  job  would  be  to  take  one  of  the  top  spots  with  Josh  Wolfe,  then  wedge  our 
pack  between  their  front  and  their  back.  This  worked  with  Choate,  but  not  quite  with  Exeter,  a team 
that  does  not  show  a weakness.  In  fact,  Exeter  won  without  using  an  injured  runner,  who  when 
healthy  will  be  one  of  their  top  three.  The  race  went  out  very  quickly  with  three  Choate  runners,  two 
from  Exeter,  and  our  own  Josh  Wolfe  creating  their  own  pack  by  the  time  they  reached  the  Sanctuary 
gates.  Gelb  from  Choate  led  the  way  to  the  Log  Cabin,  but  Wolfe  took  over  on  the  downhill  and  led 
for  the  next  mile  and  a quarter  onto  the  Great  Lawn.  By  then,  the  two  Exeter  runners  - Norton  and 
Ferguson  - had  separated  from  the  two  Choate  Runners  - Divittorio  and  Brimhall.  On  the  Great  Lawn 
Gelb  caught  Wolfe  by  surprise  with  a huge  surge  and  glided  to  a victory  in  15:55.  Wolfe  crossed  in 
16:12. 

Meanwhile  the  nine  other  Andover  runners  chasing  the  front  pack,  found  themselves  battling  the  next 
three  Exeter  runners,  with  Choate's  final  two  scorers  well  behind;  and  on  this  day  the  Exeter  runners 
prevailed  with  their  third  just  in  front  of  an  Andover  trio  of  John  Freker,  Justin  Lee,  and  Adam  Kapor, 
themselves  followed  by  Exeter's  fourth  - five  runners  in  five  seconds.  Exeter's  fifth  had  a clear  lead 
over  Andover's  fifth,  Jon  Weigel,  followed  by  his  teammates  Will  Riordan  and  Sean  Hamilton.  These 
were  two  critical  places  in  the  race  where  Exeter  snatched  the  victory;  but  eight  of  Andover's  ten 
runners  ran  personal  bests  for  our  course.  We  are  definitely  on  the  move. 

In  the  JV  race  Exeter  entered  only  three  runners;  Choate  brought  a busload.  Because  Andover  ran 
ten  in  the  varsity  race,  and  because  injuries  had  claimed  so  many  victims,  you  might  have  thought 
that  we  would  have  been  in  trouble;  but  Andover  took  six  of  the  top  seven  spots  (third  place  went  to 
Exeter)  and  seven  of  the  top  eleven  over  all.  Leading  the  way  was  Dan  Quinlan,  recovering  from 
injury,  in  18:04,  followed  in  order  by  Logan  Patrick,  Dan  Serna,  Jeff  Miller,  Nick  Bowen,  Darren 
Defreeuw,  another  Exeter  runner,  and  Dave  Heighington  - all  under  nineteen  minutes.  Exeter  did  not 
have  enough  runners  to  score  in  the  event,  but  Andover  beat  Choate  15-50,  a perfect  score.  Next  up 
is  a tri-meet  with  Brooks  and  Saint  Paul's,  the  one  team  that  beat  Andover  last  year  in  a dual  meet. 
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Boys  Cross  Country  With  Wolfe  Up  Front  Bests  Three  Teams  at  Brooks 

PA  entered  this  race  after  a tough  week  of  injuries  and  training,  aiming  specifically  at  St.  Paul's 
School,  a team  that  has  beaten  us  over  the  past  two  seasons  in  dual  meets.  We  knew  they  were  not 
as  strong  as  they  were  last  year,  but  they  had  handled  easily  everyone  they  had  raced  so  far.  With  a 
clear  race  plan  in  place,  we  went  after  them  and  executed  well. 

The  Brooks  course  is  grassy  and  challenging  with  a considerable  hill  at  the  end,  an  almost  perfect 
course  but  for  the  pavement  sections  early  in  the  race.  We  chose  to  wear  spikes,  and  the  decision 
seemed  particularly  right  in  the  final  mile  where  our  pack  did  its  job,  taking  five  spots  in  a row  (7-12) 
after  Josh  Wolfe  and  Justin  Lee  had  wrapped  up  the  first  and  third  spots  against  these  three  teams. 

There  are  really  two  stories  here.  Josh  Wolfe  broke  the  course  record  at  Brooks  by  fourteen  seconds, 
a solid  record  held  by  Franklin  Sanchez,  a runner  who  captured  the  nation's  attention  five  years  ago. 
Josh  blazed  through  the  first  mile  in  4:50,  slowed  a bit  in  the  second,  then  powered  through  the  hills 
to  cross  in  16:01.  It  was  a race  of  incredible  focus  and  determination  because  he  ran  alone.  The 
second  story  was  the  team  race.  With  John  Freker  out  with  the  flu  and  Chris  Donais  coming  back 
from  an  injury  that  limited  his  training,  we  knew  everyone  else  had  to  step  up.  Justin  Lee,  who 
improves  with  every  race,  proved  he  is  a front-runner  now,  powering  up  the  hills  and  through  a tight 
crowd  to  claim  the  third  spot  in  17:05,  nine  seconds  behind  SPS  first  runner.  In  another  week,  he 
would  probably  have  eliminated  the  one  runner  who  beat  him  to  the  line.  Gutsy  Adam  Kapor 
managed  his  IT  band  pain  to  take  a solid  seventh  place  in  17:24,  behind  SPS  third  runner  and 
Tabor's  first;  and  a steady  stream  of  Andover  runners  - Jon  Weigel  (17:37),  Chris  Donais  (17:37), 
Will  Riordan  (17:51),  and  Jon  Hillman  (17:58)  - pushed  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  SPS  team,  all  but 
one  more  Tabor  runner,  and  the  entire  Brooks  team.  Not  far  behind  came  Dan  Quinlan  (18:12),  Sean 
Hamilton  (18:19),  and  J.J.  Feigenbaum  (18:34). 

We  continue  to  be  a deep  team,  and  we  are  becoming  faster  and  tighter  as  a pack.  Next  up,  NMH  at 
Andover  for  Parents  Weekend.

Wolfe,  Donais  Lead  the  Way  For  Cross  Country  Against  NMH 

Throughout  the  week's  training  we  heard  grim  predictions  for  a cold,  wet  day;  but  when  the  teams 
lined  up  to  race,  conditions  were  nearly  perfect:  milky  sunlight,  cool  and  breezy  in  the  50's.  Mild 
injury  and  illness  depleted  the  varsity  in  a contest  we  knew  we  could  win,  and  we  entered  every 
senior  in  the  varsity  race,  plus  the  underclass  regulars,  all  but  Sean  Hamilton  whom  we  set  in  the  JV 
race.  More  on  that  later. 

On  the  Great  Lawn,  pumped  up  by  parental  enthusiasm,  the  racers  went  through  the  first  third  of  a 
mile  at  a fast  clip;  and  when  they  entered  the  Sanctuary,  the  mob  had  split  into  two  groups.  Leading 
everyone  was  Josh  Wolfe,  followed  fifty  meters  later  by  NMH's  Petrofsky  with  our  own  Chris  Donais 
on  his  shoulder,  attached  like  a parrot.  John  Freker  and  Adam  Kapor  trailed  these  two  with  a couple 
more  NMH  runners,  and  the  remaining  runners  entered  the  Sanctuary  tightly  packed. 

Inside  the  Sanctuary  on  the  way  to  the  Log  Cabin  the  racers  attenuated,  but  distinct  battles 
developed,  the  most  notable  being  Petrofsky  and  Donais.  Wolfe  opened  his  lead  and  exited  the 
Sanctuary  nearly  a minute  ahead.  Donais  and  Petrofsky  meanwhile  traded  leads,  then  emerged  from 
the  gates  with  Petrofsky  leading  along  Rabbit  Pond,  all  the  way  to  the  Great  Lawn. 

Josh  Wolfe  had  already  burst  from  the  Sanctuary  with  the  remote  chance  of  breaking  the  course 
record,  but  that  didn't  happen.  Instead,  he  finished  with  a personal  best  15:52,  one  of  the  six  best 
times  ever  on  the  course,  and  in  time  to  be  able  to  eyeball  the  race  developing  behind  him.  Before 
the  enormous  swell  of  parents,  Donais  surged  past  Petrofsky  and  powered  to  the  finish  in  16:32, 
seven  seconds  ahead  of  his  rival.  For  Donais,  this  was  a personal  best  of  over  thirty  seconds  and  a 
cap  to  a steady  rise  in  performance  throughout  the  season. 

Behind  Donais,  Adam  Kapor  chased  the  second  NMH  runner,  Pettengill  and  finished  a second  behind 
him  in  16:57  and  16:58.  Two  more  NMH  runners  - Hossein  and  Zimmerman  - teamed  up  for  the  6th 
and  7th  spots  in  17:12  and  :13,  followed  by  seven  Andover  runners  - Jon  Hillamn,  John  Freker,  Will 
Riordan,  J.J.  Feigenbaum,  Darren  Defreeuw,  Logan  Patrick,  Dan  Quinlan,  and  after  the  fifth  NMH 
runner,  Dan  Serna,  half  of  them  under  the  eighteen-minute  mark.  It  was  another  solid  performance, 
deep  and  strong,  troubled  a little  by  injury  and  illness,  but  ultimately  a 25-32  victory  for  the  Blue. 
Next  week  we  go  against  a strong  Deerfield  team  on  their  flat,  short,  fast  course  on  the  Connecticut 
River  flood  plain.

Blue  Registers  Convincing  Cross  Country  Win  Over  Green 

Andover  Varsity  23  Deerfield  49  The  Andover  varsity  ran  a strong  team  race,  taking  nine  of  the  top 
eleven  spots.  Josh  Wolfe  won  the  race  outright,  but  not  without  a bit  of  a struggle  with  a headache 
and  fatigue.  Setting  a course  record  was  out  of  the  question  after  the  first  mile,  and  to  their  credit, 
Deerfield's  Blixt  and  Reid  kept  contact  with  Wolfe  through  most  of  the  race,  finishing  fifteen  and 
twenty-seven  seconds  behind  him.  After  these  three,  a steady  stream  of  Andover  runners  - Adam 
Kapor,  Chris  Donais,  Justin  Lee,  John  Freker,  Jon  Hillman,  JJ  Feigenbaum,  Jon  Weigel,  and  Sean 
Hamilton  - held  off  Deerfields's  third  runner;  and  ninth  grader  Ben  Bramhall  finished  ahead  of  the 
next  five  green  runners.  Other  than  Kapor's  solid  run  for  fourth  place,  none  of  the  times  were 
impressive;  but  the  quartet  of  Hamilton,  Feigenbaum,  Weigel,  and  Hillman  kicked  ahead  of  a 
Deerfield  runner  in  the  final  eight  hundred  meters  in  a terrific  team  effort. 

The  most  resistance  on  this  day  was  mounted  by  the  spectators  - Deerfield  parents  mostly,  who 
drifted  onto  the  course  at  random  times,  occasionally  making  contact  with  unsuspecting  runners.  It 
was  a good  test  for  our  team  as  we  head  toward  Interschols  in  two  weeks  on  a flat,  crowded  course.

Exeter  Harriers  Have  Their  Day;  PA  Looks  To  Reverse  Outcome  at  Interschols 

Warm  weather  provided  a sharp  contrast  to  last  year's  contest,  when  temperatures  dipped  into  the 
low  forties  and  felt  like  the  low  thirties  with  wind  chill.  This  year  brought  weather  in  the  mid 
seventies,  and  the  result  was  a virtual  reverse  of  last  year.  Exeter  triumphed  decisively.  Credit  is  due 
to  Exeter's  team,  their  best  in  many  years;  and  as  a final  salute  to  Exeter  coach  Dave  Weber,  who 
will  retire  from  coaching  after  this  season,  the  day  was  brilliant.  The  Andover  team  lead  the  race  out 
in  a very  brisk  pace,  too  brisk  as  things  turned  out.  Josh  Wolfe,  as  usual,  lead  the  way,  trailed  by 
Exeter's  two  top  runners,  with  Josh  coming  through  the  first  mile  in  4:40.  The  rest  of  the  pack  stayed 
in  contact  as  well  with  only  two  of  the  Andover  frontrunners  - Justin  Lee  and  John  Freker  - holding 
back  wisely.  The  rest  quite  simply  used  up  too  much  too  soon  to  win  the  races  within  the  race  as  they 
entered  the  final  half  mile.  To  understand  this,  consider  that  Josh  Wolfe  lead  Harry  Norton  of  Exeter 
throughout  the  race,  but  slowly  lost  his  margin  on  the  trip  downhill  from  the  Log  Cabin.  When  the 
pair  emerged  from  the  Sanctuary  gates,  Norton  had  closed  to  within  ten  meters  and  behind  the 
Chapel  took  the  lead  for  good.  Norton's  race  was  solid,  matching  Wolfe's  best  time  for  the  course  this 
year;  but  a slightly  altered  strategy  might  have  produced  a very  different  result.  The  same  result 
could  be  extended  to  the  rest  of  the  race.  To  finish  three  runners  ahead  of  Exeter's  third  racer, 
Andover  went  out  hard  in  an  attempt  to  seize  the  race  early,  but  patience  and  tenacity  served  Exeter 
well  as  they  took  the  third  and  fourth  spots  in  the  race,  then  the  seventh  and  eighth.  A gap  of 
twenty-four  seconds  separated  fourth  and  tenth  place,  and  everyone  in  this  part  of  the  race  is 
capable  of  beating  everyone  else.  Andover's  racers  finished  thus:  Wolfe,  second  16:08;  Lee,  fifth, 
16:58;  Kapor,  sixth,  16:58;  Donais,  ninth,  17:12;  Freker,  tenth,  17:16;  Bramhall,  eleventh,  17:30, 
Weigel,  thirteenth,  17:46;  Hamilton,  fourteenth,  17:46;  Hillman,  fifteenth,  17:51;  and  Feigenbaum, 
sixteenth,  19:13.  Next  week  the  team  heads  to  Windsor,  Connecticut  and  Loomis  Chaffee  School  for 
Interschols,  where  we  hope  a better  strategy  serves  us  well. 
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Boys  Earn  Third  Place  at  Cross  Country  Interschols 

The  hosts  at  Loomis  Chaffee  knew  over  a week  ago  that  their  sodden  course  would  not  do  for 
Interschols,  but  the  back-up  site  of  Northwest  Park,  also  in  Windsor,  provided  one  of  the  best  flat 
courses  we  have  ever  run.  As  we  knew,  this  is  the  culmination  of  a three-year  development,  where 
the  Division  I teams  comprised  the  finest  and  deepest  talent  overall  in  the  history  of  Interschols:  in 
the  varsity  race,  no  fewer  than  twenty-eight  runners  completed  the  course  in  under  17:00,  seven  of 
those  in  under  16:00. We  believed  we  had  a chance  to  win.  To  do  so,  we  would  need  five  great  races, 
all  deeply  penetrating  the  teams  from  the  five  other  strong  teams.  We  would  also  need  the  other 
teams  to  falter  a little,  to  yield  some  points.  However,  Exeter  won  outright  with  seven  fine 
performances,  two  of  them  outstanding.  They  essentially  repeated  what  they  had  done  to  us  in  our 
dual  meet  a week  ago.  Slipping  between  us  and  Exeter  was  Choate.  For  three  years  they  have 
seasoned  a trio  of  fine  front-runners,  and  yesterday  they  finished  all  three  in  the  top  five.  While  their 
fourth  and  fifth  runners  finished  considerably  behind  ours,  the  points  banked  by  the  first  three  were 
enough  to  win  them  a solid  second  place.  Andover  held  off  the  remaining  nine  teams. Finishing  first 
for  Andover  was  Josh  Wolfe,  who  held  to  a race  plan  well  through  the  first  two  miles,  then  broke  a 
little  too  soon  into  the  lead  when  it  seemed  that  the  lead  pack  was  slowing  down.  Everyone  was 


running  a tactical  race,  but  everyone  was  running  fast  as  well;  a break  had  to  be  perfectly  timed. 

Josh  finished  sixth  overall  as  five  who  held  back  a little  longer  managed  to  find  a little  extra  for  the 
kick. A flood  of  runners  crossed  the  finish  line  a bit  back  from  the  lead  pack,  in  it  four  Andover 
runners  separated  by  a mere  eight  seconds.  Justin  Lee  headed  this  group,  finishing  in  sixteenth  place 
in  16:35,  followed  by  John  Freker  (20th,  16:38),  Adam  Kapor  (21st,  16:40),  and  Chris  Donais  (23rd, 
16:43).  Jon  Weigel  and  Ben  Bramhall  finished  36th  and  59th  to  round  out  the  Andover  team,  Jon 
wishing  there  had  been  some  hills  to  challenge  some  of  the  faster-but-not-so-tough  runners  ahead  of 
him,  Ben  wishing  he  had  not  been  struck  by  a queasy  stomach  in  the  hour  before  the  race.  Both  will 
return  to  race  the  hills  at  Hotchkiss  in  next  year's  Interschols. This  has  been  a courageous  and  tough 
team,  and  they  should  be  as  proud  of  their  season  as  the  coaches  are.  Finishing  five  under  17:00  is 
enough  to  win  first  place  in  ordinary  years. 


PA  Boys  Cross  Country  Looks 
Strong  with  Quick  Time  Trials

After  spending  their  sum- 
mers furiously  training  for  the 
fall  season,  and,  in 
many  cases,  racking 
up  50-plus  mile 
weeks,  the  Boys  in 
Blue  were  eager  to 
test  their  strength 
together  as  a team. 
That  opportunity 
came  to  them  this  Saturday, 
when  a total  of  23  runners  ran 
their  first  time  trial  of  the  sea- 
son. 

While  the  time  trial  is  not  a 
definitive  statement  about  how 
the  team  will  perform  this  sea- 
son. it  does  show  the  team’s 
readiness  to  compete  in  its  first 
two  invitationals,  Canterbury 
and  Manchester. 

Said  Chris  Donais  '05,  “The 
signs  this  year  are  good,  with 
times  in  the  top  seven  compara- 
ble to  last  year’s  Canterbury 
champions  and  second  seven 
times  significantly  better  than 
last  year’s  squad.” 

Visiting  Princeton  over  the 
weekend,  front-runner  Josh 
Wolfe  ’04  completed  his  own 
time  trial  Thursday,  finishing 
with  a time-trial  record  of  16:27. 
Coach  Jon  Stableford  ’63  took 
the  opportunity  to  turn  his  race 
into  a speed  workout  for  the  rest 
of  the  team,  with  each  runner 
hitching  onto  Wolfe  for  a mile 
apiece. 

With  Wolfe  gone  for  the 
time-trial,  the  initial  lead  was 
left  to  Captain  Adam  Kapor  ’04, 
John  Freker  ’04  and  Donais. 


Kapor  led  the  harriers  out  fast  on 
the  Great  Lawn  and  then  handed 
the  lead  over  to  Donais  and 
Freker  before  reclaiming  it  in  the 
Sanctuary. 

Roughly  two  miles  in,  Kapor 
led  the  runners,  cruising  through 
the  downhill  portion,  followed 
by  Freker.  The  next  three  run- 
ners, Donais,  Jon  Hillman  ’05, 
and  JJ  Feigenbaum  ’04,  trailed 
closely  behind,  in  that  order. 
Feigenbaum  caught  Donais  on 
the  hill,  and  they  made  their 
rounds  on  the  Great  Lawn 
together. 

Kapor  reached  the  finish  line 
first,  completing  the  3.1  mile 
course  in  17:15.  The  time  is  a 
solid  early  season  mark  for  the 
Captain. 

“Adam  really  ran  a great 
race,  even  it  was  just  a time 
trial,”  said  Feigenbaum.  “He’s 
going  to  be  key  in  bringing  the 
whole  pack  closer  to  Josh  up  at 
the  front.” 

Freker  came  in  next,  with  a 
time  of  17:38,  followed  by  a suc- 
cession of  five  runners  finishing 
within  nine  seconds  of  each 
other,  Feigenbaum  (18:00), 
Donais  (18:00).  Will  Riordan 
’05  (18:06),  Jon  Weigel  '05 
(18:07)  and  Justin  Lee  ’06 
(18:09). 

In  the  5-8  spots,  pack  run- 
ning was  the  trend  of  the  day.  At 
the  log  cabin  field,  a group  con- 
sisting of  Riordan,  Weigel,  Lee. 
and  Sean  Hamilton  ’06  worked 
off  each  other  to  make  it  through 
the  downhill  stretch  in  good 
time. 

The  harriers  then  pushed  out 
of  Sanctuary  and  made  for  the 


finish,  posting  times  far  superior 
to  those  of  previous  second- 
seven  time  trials.  Hamilton  came 
in  at  18:29,  pursued  by  Hillman, 
who  ran  an  excellent  first  two 
miles,  but  whose  struggle  with 
the  leaders  took  its  toll  in  the 
third  mile. 

Seventeen  seconds  later  Tom 
Church  ’05  finished,  running  the 
course  in  18:53,  a full  2 minutes 
faster  than  his  last  year’s  time 
trial.  Tom’s  improvement  is 
indicative  of  the  kind  of  training 
that  this  year’s  cross  country 
team  has  put  in,  as  nearly  every- 
one showed  improvement  from 
last  year’s  time  trial  in  this  early 
marker  of  ability. 

Following  Church  was  a trio 
of  senior  runners,  all  finishing 
within  a 17  second  span.  Logan 
Patrick  ’04,  followed  by  new 
senior  Dan  Quinlan  ’04  and 
Darren  Defreeuw  ’04  , came  in 
at  19:09,  19:21,  and  19:26 
respectively. 

The  most  admirable  run  of 
the  day  was  surely  that  of  Dan 
Serna  ’04. 

A strong  four-year  veteran, 
Serna  ran  with  a calf  injury  and 
endured  the  pain  instead  of  drop- 
ping out.  His  time  of  20:00 
shows  the  dedication  to  the  team 
that  he  has  demonstrated  in  his 
years  moving  up  the  ranks.  Once 
recovered,  Serna  is  sure  to  be  a 
player  in  the  top  of  the  team. 

These  noteworthy  results 
show  that  the  team  has  the 
potential  to  be  a top  competitor 
in  the  league,  now  it’s  all  up  to 
their  continued  dedication  to 
training  and  willingness  to  give 
it  their  all  on  race  day.

The  boys  finished  with  a team 
score  of  35,  a full  32  points 
ahead  of  Deerfield  Academy 
(low  score  wins).  Loomis 
Chaffee  took  home  the  bronze 
trophy,  as  they  tallied  85  to  edge 
out  Hopkins  by  a couple. 

The  boys  went  into 
Canterbury  knowing  they  would 
have  a target  on  their  backs. 
Andover  had  won  the  invitation- 
al in  2002  and  taken  a second 
place  the  year  before.  However, 
the  boys  were  confident  that 
they  had  both  the  speed  and 
depth  to  win.  "As  a team,” 
Wolfe  said,  “we  had  to  work  it 
up  to  repeat  last  year's  victory." 

As  Coach  Stableford  '63 
wrote  in  his  online  summaries, 
“The  race,  we  knew,  would  be 
up  to  the  pack."  Stableford's 
words  proved  right.  Although 
Deerfield  had  two  runners  at 
fourth  and  fifth,  Andover  man- 
aged to  plug  in  five  before  their 
third.  Hopkins,  another  team 
Andover  expected  to  challenge 
for  the  title,  was  never  much  of 
a threat,  with  only  three  runners 
in  the  top  twenty. 

The  race  started  off  fast,  but 
the  Boys  in  Blue  had  solid  open- 
ing positions.  As  returning 
champs,  the  squad  had  the  honor 
of  the  first  box  on  the  starting 
line  and  arguably  the  best  posi- 
tion. 

Wolfe  quickly  realized  he 
would  be  able  to  run  more  or 
less  uncontested,  and  took  the 
race  out  hard  from  the  start.  He 
never  looked  back.  The 
Canadian  Sensation  blasted 
through  the  very  tough 


Canterbury  course  and  finished  the  pair  hit  18:10  and  18:13  for 


14  seconds  ahead  his  closest 
competitor.  In  second  place  was 
2001  Interscholastic  Champ 
David  Nightingale  of  Loomis, 
recovering  from  an  injury  rid- 
dled 2002  campaign, 

“I  knew  Nightingale  would 
be  there  and  that  he'd  be  a 
potential  threat,”  Wolfe  said. 
“Coach  said  to  follow  him  but 
instead  I took  it  out  pretty  hard 
and  slowly  increased  the  lead.” 

Co-captain  Adam  Kapor  '04, 
John  Freker  ’04  and  Chris 
Donais  ’05  made  up  the  next 
wave  of  Andover  runners. 
Running  almost  as  a pack,  the 
group  pushed  each  other  hard 
through  the  hills  and  woods  of 
Canterbury.

haps  by  starting  too  fast  in  their 
time  trials  the  Saturday  before, 
did  not  make  the  same  mistake. 
They  began  under  control  and 
had  plenty  left  over  for  the  fin- 
ish. Kapor,  emerging  as  the 
team’s  very  solid  second  runner, 
finished  sixth  overall  in  a time 
of  17:46.  Though  Kapor  was 
discouraged  by  finishing  just 
behind  two  rival  Deerfield  run- 
ners, the  team  believes  Kapor 
will  certainly  be  able  to  run 
down  those  two  and  many  oth- 
ers come  Interschols. 

Donais  and  Freker  followed 
their  captain  in  the  top  ten,  as 


eighth  and  ninth  place,  respec- 
tively. Last  year,  running  as  the 
team's  seventh  man,  Donais  fin- 
ished twentieth  in  the  race. 
"Chris’  steady  improvement  will 
really  be  important  for  us,"  said 
teammate  Wes  Howe  '05.  “Last 
year,  he  was  just  a lower  run- 
ning varsity  races.  Now,  a year 
older  and  wiser,  he  can  definite- 
ly hold  his  own.” 

Freker.  meanwhile,  appears 
to  be  back  in  form.  After  a fan- 
tastic lower  year,  Freker’s  2002 
season  was  plagued  by  injury.

"I  don't  know 
where  we’d  be  without  him." 

The  second  Andover  pack,

Lee  ran  perhaps  the  best  sec- 
ond half  of  the  field,  and  moved 
from  around  twentieth  place  to 
eleventh.  Weigel  too  picked  his 
race  up  and  finished  in  16th. 
Feigenbaum,  running  far  from  a 
solid  race,  kicked  in  hard  and 
made  a disputed  26th  place  by 
the  time  it  was  over. 

“Maybe  the  most  promising 
part  of  our  performance  at 
Canterbury  was  the  consistency 
of  our  pack,”  said  Weigel.  "As 
the  sixth  runner,  I had  our  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  runners  in  my 
sight  for  the  entire  race.  We  can 
then  all  run  together  and  push 
ourselves  harder." 

“We  ran  really  well  as  a 
team,”  Wolfe  summed  up.  “For 
a season-opener  I was  very 
impressed  that  we  came  out  on 
top."

Josh  Wolfe  ’04  Runs  to  Blue 
Ribbon  at  Canterbury  Invite

When  Josh  Wolfe  ’04 
stepped  up  to  the  line  last  year 
for  his  first  cross-country  race, 
the  expectation  was  that  he 
would  be  quite  successful  at  the 
5k  distance.  Already  successful 
on  the  track,  the  new  Upper  had 
the  hopes  of  his  team  riding  on 
his  Canadian  shoulders.  After 
more  than  a year  at  Andover, 
Wolfe  has  proven  the  expecta- 
tions correct  to  the  fullest  extent. 
The  number  one  runner  for  the 
Boys  in  Blue  has  emerged  as  a 
top  competitor  in  the  Prep 


School  league. 

Wolfe  won  last  week's 
Canterbury  invitational  with  a 
time  of  16:51  on  the  hilly  5k 
course,  beating  out  his  nearest 
competitor  by  fourteen  seconds. 
This  is  only  the  latest  of  Wolfe’s 
many  running  successes,  which 
include  a 1:53  800m  time  and 
two  first-place  finishes  at  the 
2003  Outdoor  Track 
Interscholastic  Championships. 

Though  set  back  by  injury 
earlier  this  year,  Wolfe  has  been 
able  to  persevere  and  keep  his 
speed  up.  Said  Wolfe,  “1  was 
injured  last  year  for  most  of 
indoors,  and  then  I slowly  start- 
ed to  get  back  into  it  for  out- 
doors and  ran  a couple  of  races 
here." 

Encouraged  by  his  success  at 
Interschols,  Wolfe  decided  to 
extend  his  outdoor  track  season 
by  continuing  his  training  for  the 
1 800m  in  Canada,  where,  as, 
Wolfe  commented,  "1  hit  my 
| stride."  Back  in  racing  form. 


Wolfe’s  training  consisted  of 
low  mileage,  high  intensity 
weeks,  culminating  with  his  suc- 
cess at  UNH,  where  he  ran  a PR 
of  1 :53  for  the  800m. 

With  his  focus  now  turned  to 
the  cross  country  season,  Wolfe 
has  set  two  lofty  goals,  "I  would 
like  the  home  course  record. 
Then  I have  to  choose  between 
the  Foot  Locker  Northeast 
Regional  and  the  Canadian 
Championships.  If  I come  in  top 
six  in  Canada  for  my  age  group 
then  I'll  get  to  go  to  worlds.” 

A good  showing  in  either  of 
the  races  would  cement  Wolfe’s 
spot  as  an  international  competi- 
tor. Foot  locker  is  regarded  as 
the  elite  American  cross-country 
race,  and  being  a part  of  the 
Canadian  national  team  would 
also  bode  well  for  Wolfe’s  future 
running  career. 

As  teammate  JJ  Feigenbaum 
'04  bluntly  put  it,  “Not  bad  for  a 
guy  that  only  started  running  the 
5k  a year  ago.”

After  taking  a week  off  from 
formal  racing  due  to  complica- 
tions with  the 
Massachusetts 
Interscholastic 
Athletic  Association, 
the  boys  of  Andover 
Cross  Country  were 
itching  to  dig  their 
spikes  into  some  trails 
last  Saturday.  They  would  end  up 
having  to  do  a whole  lot  of  digging 
throughout  the  race,  as  the  tri-meet 
with  Exeter  and  Choate  ended 
with  a margin  of  three  points 
between  PA  and  both  teams.  The 
Harriers  came  in  on  top  over 
Choate.  28-31.  but  narrowly  lost 
to  their  northern  foe,  Exeter,  26- 
29. 

The  race  began  as  the  leaders 
quickly  darted  ahead.  A pack  of 
two  Exies,  three  Choate  runners 
and  Josh  Wolfe  '04  formed  a pack 
even  before  entering  the  sanctuary. 
Choate’s  front  runner,  Nate  Gelb 
'04.  who  has  been  in  top  form 
since  early  August,  led  until  the 
long  cabin.  At  that  point,  Wolfe 
took  the  lead  and  made  good  use 
of  his  long  stride  on  the  downhill 
portion  of  the  course.  Gelb  was 
not  far  behind,  but  the  two  Exeter 
runners  fell  off  from  the  pack,  as 
did  the  two  Choate  harriers. 

On  the  great  lawn,  Gelb  made 
a gutsy  move  for  the  lead.  With  a 
little  more  than  a quarter  of  a mile 
to  go,  he  launched  into  a sprint, 
taking  Wolfe  by  surprise,  and  cap- 
turing a short  lead.  By  the  end  of 
the  race,  his  lead  on  Wolfe  grew  to 
a whopping  eighteen  seconds  as 
Gelb  came  in  for  the  win  at  15:54, 
a mere  fourteen  seconds  off  the 
record  pace  set  by  Pablo  Durana 
'02  in  November  of  2001 . 

Wolfe  came  in  at  16:12,  and 
four  seconds  later  came  two  suc- 
cessive Exies.  Harry  Norton  '04 
and  Amo  Ferguson  ’05.  The  two 
had  worked  late  in  the  race  to  gain 
the  time  lost  on  the  downhill  por- 
tion. but  in  the  end  could  not  take 
the  tiring  Wolfe.  Next  were  two 
Choate  runners,  followed  by  the 
third  member  of  the  Exeter  squad, 
finishing  in  17:02.  Finally  the 
Andover  pack  arrived  on  the 
scene.  The  next  three  places  went 
to  the  2-4  runners  of  the  PA  team, 
returning  powerhouse  John  Freker 
64  (17:03),  newcomer  Justin  Lee 
06  (17:06),  and  Captain  Adam 
Kapor  '04(17:07). 

Exeter  brought  its  fourth  and 
tilth  man  in  next,  cementing  its 
victory.  Fourteen  seconds  behind 


the  fifth  Exie,  Jon  Weigel  '05 
came  in  at  17:30,  followed  six  sec- 
onds later  by  Sean  Hamilton  '06 
and  Will  Riordan  '05. 

The  scoring  of  the  Exeter  team 
was  set,  but  Choate  had  only 
brought  in  three  of  its  scoring  five. 
An  exhausted  duo  of  Jon  Hillman 
'05  and  JJ  Feigenbaum  ’04  man- 
aged to  defeat  the  third  harrier,  fin- 
ishing in  17:47  and  17:48  respec- 
tively. Chris  Donais  '05  came  in 
thirty-five  seconds  later,  suffering 
from  a groin  injury  that  took  him 
out  of  contention  in  the  race  from 
the  start. 

The  performances  of  the  varsi- 
ty ten  show  the  depth  of  the  PA 
team.  This  team  was  able  to 
bounce  back  from  a few  poor  per- 
sonal performances  because 
unlike  many  teams,  PA  runs  ten  in 
the  Varsity.  Three  of  the  Varsity 
runners  will  not  figure  in  the  score 
at  all,  neither  by  scoring  nor  dis- 
placement, but  they  are  still  essen- 
tial to  the  success  of  the  squad 
because  of  the  support  they  lend  to 
the  team.  Said  Donais,  "The  ten 
man  team  is  important  because  it 
allows  other  people  to  show  what 
they  have...  as  well  as  allowing 
runners  to  move  up  on  the  team 
who  may  not  have  moved  up  with- 
out the  ten  man  team."  This  sys- 
tem promotes  a stronger  sense  of 
teamwork  than  the  seven  man 


team,  as  places  shift  weekly.  All 
ten  runners  work  to  be  part  of  the 
essential  seven,  and  push  each 
other  to  do  well  in  their  quest  to 
make  that  seven. 

In  the  JV  race,  PA  had  a seri- 
ous presence  at  the  front.  With 
Exeter  entering  only  3 in  the  race 
and  Choate  bringing  almost  their 
entire  program  it  was  going  to  be 
an  interesting  race  from  the  start. 
Even  after  entering  10  harriers  in 
the  varsity  race  the  JV  squad  was 
still  able  to  come  out  on  top. 

Coming  in  first  was  Dan 
Quinlan  '04  with  a time  of  18:04. 
This  time  not  only  shows  what 
Quinlan  can  do  when  he  is  given 
the  lead;  it  shows  that  the  new  sen- 
ior is  going  to  be  a great  addition 
to  the  team  now  that  his  injury  has 
apparently  healed.  Crossing  the 
line  in  second  was  Logan  Patrick 
'04  at  18:16. 

Patrick  was  dogged  most  of 
die  race  by  Exeter's  first  runner 
who  arrived  in  third  at  18:23. 

Dan  Serna  ’04  and  Geoff 
Miller  '05  led  the  next  pack  of 
Andover  runners,  finishing  just  a 
half-second  apart  at  18:31  and 
18:31.5.  Miller  had  a break  out 
race,  improving  by  just  over  a 
minute  over  his  time  trial  time. 
Following  them  was  newcomer 
Nick  Bowen  ’06,  who  ran  1:20 
faster  than  his  previous  best  on  the 


course  finishing  at  18:40,  trailed 
by  Darren  Defreeuw  '04  at  1 8:44. 

Exeter  then  produced  their 
second  runner  followed  closely  by 
Andover's  David  Heighington  '06 
just  5 seconds  behind  at  18:47. 
Exeter  did  not  have  enough  run- 
ners to  officially  score  in  the  meet, 
however,  as  they  had  entered  only 
three  runners. 

Choate  didn’t  play  a major 
role  at  the  front,  with  their  first 
runner  coming  in  at  19:16,  and 
they  fell  to  the  Boys  in  Blue,  15- 
50  a complete  cross  country 
sweep. 

The  race  was  a great  showing 
of  depth  in  the  Andover  harriers, 
and  their  ability  to  run  well  in 
challenging  conditions.  The  post- 
ing of  many  Personal  records  is 
certainly  a sign  of  improvement, 
and  the  JV  squad  will  certainly  be 
a force  to  be  reckoned  with  in  the 
races  to  come. 

The  team  next  faces  Brooks, 
St.  Paul’s,  and  Tabor  at  the 
Brook's  course.  Training  this  week 
is  focused  on  flat  speed,  as 
opposed  to  the  hill  speed  of  previ- 
ous years.  Times  can  be  expected 
to  drop  thirty  seconds  to  a minute 
before  the  end  of  the  season,  and 
Coach  Stableford  contends  that 
above  race  pace  track  speed  is  the 
way  to  make  those  kinds  of 
improvements.

In  the  tradition  of  Parents'  Weekend,  all  seniors  are  permitted  to  run 
in  the  varsity  race  for  the  Boys  in  Blue.  Coach  Jon  Stableford  '63  permits 
many  older  runners  to  step  up  into  the  first  race  in  front  of  their  cheering 
parents.  The  seniors  not  usually  included  in  the  varsity  squad  may  well 
duel  with  the  slower  NMH  team.  This  will  likely  push  their  times  faster, 
which  may  expose  new  strengths  in  the  team.  Since  NMH  does  not  pose 
much  of  a threat,  Andover  will  be  resting  less  than  usual  in  the  days  lead- 
ing up  to  Saturday’s  race.  The  Andover  boys  have  been  piling  on  mileage 
this  past  week  in  hopes  that  pushing  it  harder  than  usual  will  lead  to  gains 
in  strength  and  speed  for  next  Saturday's  race  against  Deerfield.  In 
essence,  Saturday’s  race  with  NMH  will  serve  as  another  workout,  a tune 
up  for  bigger  things  to  come.  Just  as  Pablo  Durana  '02  did  two  years  ago. 
Josh  Wolfe  ’04  will  have  a great  chance  at  running  down  the  course 
record.  Said  teammate  JJ  Feigenbaum  '04  of  Wolfe,  “We  have  been  say- 
ing for  a while  that  Josh  has  a shot  at  the  record.  Maybe  he’ll  go  for  it  this 
week,  or  maybe  he’ll  go  for  it  against  Exeter.  Regardless  Josh  will  run  a 
great  race.”  After  Wolfe,  the  Boys  in  Blue  will  look  to  Justin  Lee  '06,  Co- 
captain Adam  Kapor  '04,  Jon  Hillman  '05,  John  Freker  '04,  Chris  Donais 
'05.  Will  Riordan  '05,  Jon  Weigel  '05  and  Dan  Quinlan  '04  to  lead  the 
pack  past  the  Hogger  hoarde. 

NMH: 

Last  week,  NMH  lost  20-41  to  Exeter.  They  have  a few  front-runners, 
including  standout  John  Petrofsky  '04,  NMH’s  Athlete  of  the  Week  last 
week,  but  the  team  is  lacking  overall.  Andover  plans  to  train  through  this 
race,  as  NMH  is  not  a credible  threat  to  the  Big  Blue.  NMH  will  not  be  a 
threat  at  the  JV  level  either.

Wolfe  has  run 
only  two  seasons  of  cross-country,  but  his 
performances  suggest  much  more  experi- 
ence. He  is  an  intelligent  racer,  and  is 
always  intense  in  workouts.  Originally  an 
800-meter  runner,  he  brings  lightning 
speed  to  the  sport.

Justin  Lee  ’06  is  a welcome  addition 
to  this  year’s  team.  A new  lower,  he’s 
shown  strength  in  every  race.  Lee  has 
improved  with  every  showing,  and  there 
is  no  sign  of  this  improvement  slowing. 
He  now  occupies  the  essential  second 
position  on  the  team.  He’s  moved  up  in 
the  ranks  in  speed  work  outs  as  well,  and 
is  characterized  by  his  consistency  in 
races.

Andover  Harriers  Trounce 
Northfield  Mount  Hermon

Despite  the  absence  of  two 
varsity  runners,  Andover’s  Boy 
Cross-Country  ran  right  over  the 
NMH  Hoggers  in  last  Saturday’s 
Boys’  Cross  Country  race. 

Facing  the  Northfield  Mount 
Hermon  Hoggers  on  Parents' 
Weekend,  the  Boys  in  Blue  post- 
ed personal  records  and  cap- 
tured the  race.  Andover  defeated 
NMH  25-32  in  the  varsity  race, 
and  took  the  JV  race  handily, 
19-36.  The  team  showed  that 
even  without  varsity  staples  Jon 
Weigel  ’05  and  Justin  Lee  ’06,  it 
could  still  secure  a comfortable 
victory. 

Josh  Wolfe  ’04  led  the  race 
from  the  start,  and  sped  in  to  win 
with  a 15:52,  merely  twelve  sec- 
onds off  the  record  set  in  2001 
by  Pablo  Durana  ’02.  The  time 
is  tied  for  sixth  best  on  the 
course,  and  the  team  is  confident 
that  Wolfe  has  the  ability  to 
make  up  those  extra  1 2 seconds 
and  capture  the  course  record. 

Andover’s  new  second-place 
runner,  Chris  Donais  '05  ran  the 
most  impressive  race  of  the  day. 
At  last  year’s  Parents’  Weekend 
race,  Donais  posted  a solid 
17:35,  but  Saturday’s  time 
eclipsed  that  by  over  a minute. 
Donais  came  in  for  the  silver, 
beating  out  NMH’s  star  runner, 
John  Petrofsky  ’04,  with  an 
impressive  kick  that  gained  him 
seven  seconds,  and  setting  his 
home-course  PR  at  a blistering 
16:32. 

Donais  started  out  fast,  and 
held  on  to  Petrofsky,  never  trail- 
ing more  than  fifty  yards.  When 
it  came  down  to  the  last  mile, 
Donais  went  all  out,  and  dis- 
tanced himself  by  an  impressive 
seven  second  margin. 

After  the  early  victories, 
Andover  fell  back  a bit.  The  sec- 
ond Hogger  out-kicked  Adam 
Kapor  ’04  (16:58),  and  after  that 
NMH  took  the  sixth  and  seventh 
spots  in  17: 12  and  17: 13. 

This  was  where  the  absence 
of  Weigel  and  Lee  was  felt  the 
most,  as  they  would  have  been 
able  to  break  up  the  NMH  places 
for  the  Blue.  Both  are  recover- 
ing from  minor  injuries  this 
week,  and  will  likely  participate 
in  the  race  at  Deerfield. 

After  the  four  Hoggers 
crossed,  seven  Andover  harriers, 
Jon  Hillman  ’05,  John  Freker 
’04,  Will  Riordan  ’05,  JJ 
Feigenbaum  ’04,  Darren 
Defreeuw  ’04,  Logan  Patrick 
’04,  and  Dan  Quinlan  ’04  came 


in  before  NMH’s  fifth  and  final 
runner.  Dan  Serna  ’04  closed  out 
the  race  for  the  Blue. 

In  the  JV  race,  the  under- 
classmen’s efforts  gained  an 
impressive  Andover  victory. 
NMH  only  ran  five  in  the  varsi- 
ty race,  so  the  JV  boys  had  to 
face  their  6-10  runners  as  scor- 
ers, but  they  showed  they  team 
could  handle  it. 

In  the  first  mile,  a distinct 
pack  of  three  Andover  harriers 
formed,  consisting  of  Sean 
Hamilton  ’06,  Ben  Bramhall  ’07 
and  Wes  Howe  '05.  NMH’s  first 
runner  was  not  far  behind,  and 
when  Howe  fell  back  from  the 
pack  shortly  before  the  first  mile 
the  Hogger  went  on  to  challenge 
for  the  lead. 

Hamilton  and  Bramhall 
fared  well  against  the  competi- 
tor, and  in  the  end  Bramhall  out 
kicked  his  opponent  for  the  win, 
with  a time  of  17:43;  beating 
many  of  the  varsity  runners.  The 
NMH  runner  came  in  three  sec- 
onds later,  followed  by 
Hamilton  in  third. 

Howe  came  in  next  at  18:27, 
followed  seven  seconds  later  by 
Nick  Bowen  ’06.

Every  year  the  Andover  and

The  race  was  full  of  surprises.’ 
At  the  two  mile,  Andover’s  Josh 
Wolfe  ’04  led,  closely  hounded  by 
a pack  of  runners  from  Choate, 
Loomis,  and  most  notably  Exeter's 
senior-upper  duo,  Harry  Norton 
and  Amo  Ferguson.  Wolfe  asserted 
himself  too  early,  however,  and 
dropped  a crucial  15  seconds  off 
the  lead  in  the  final  mile.  He  fin- 
ished in  an  impressive  15:46  for 
sixth  place. 

Finishing  next  for  Andover 
was  new  lower  Justin  Lee,  who 
finished  in  16:35  for  17th  place. 
Lee  ran  a smart  race,  as  he  has 
been  doing  all  season,  holding 
back  in  the  pack  and  asserting  him- 
self in  the  final  stretches.  A surging 
Jon  Freker  ’04  took  the  next  place 
for  Andover  three  seconds  later, 
closely  trailed  by  Co-captain 
Adam  Kapor  ’04,  finishing  20th 
and  21st  respectively.

Andover's  6th  and  7th  runners,

'07  came  in  36th  and  59th,  displac- 
ing many  other  teams'  scoring  run- 
ners in  the  82  man  race. 

Choate  had  a very  impressive 
showing  in  the  top  spots,  capturing 
first,  third  and  fifth.  Exeter,  how- 
ever, showed  its  depth  and  cap- 
tured the  2, 7, 15, 16.  and  22  spots 
to  earn  the  win  with  a score  of  62. 


Choate  took  second,  with  weaker 
runners  in  the  four  and  five  spots 
coming  in  31st  and  33rd. 

In  the  JV,  the  Blue  continued 
thei,r  undefeated  streak.  A mere 
400  yards  into  the  race,  the  Blue 
presence  up  front  was  clear.  Co- 
captain Tom  Barron  took  the  race 
out  hard,  leading  by  more  that  50 
yards  at  one  point,  while  the  rest  of 
the  team  held  back  a bit,  battling 
with  two  Exeter  runners,  a Loomis 
harrier,  and  a St.  Paul’s  one.  Jon 
Hillman  '05  took  the  race  over 
around  the  two  mile  mark,  with 
Sean  Hamilton  '06  right  on  his  tail. 
Next  were  two  Exies,  and  an 
Andover  pack  of  JJ  Feigenbaum 
'04.  Logan  Patrick  '04  Dan 
Quinlan  '04,  Darren  Defreeuw 
'04,  Wes  Howe  ’05  and  the  two 
runners  from  St.  Paul’s  and 
Loomis. 

With  a half  mile  to  go,  Howe 
moved  up  to  take  the  lead  of  the 
pack  and,  followed  by  Quinlan, 
worked  to  make  a strong  push  in 
for  the  finish. 

Hillman  took  first  in  17:24, 
with  Hamilton  a second  behind. 
Exeter  put  in  two  next,  then  came 
in  St.  Paul’s  Wookie  Kim,  who 
outkicked  Quinlan  and  Howe  to 
capture  fifth.  Quinlan  took  sixth  in 
17:36,  followed  a second  behind 
by  Howe.  Loomis’  Bryan  Jennings 
captured  eighth,  but  Andover’s 
Feigenbaum  (17:40),  Patrick 
(17:45)  and  Defreeuw  (17:45)  took 
the  next  three  spots.

In  the  second  half,  the  girls 
stepped  things  up  and  took  con- 
trol of  the  field.  This  time,  they 
had  the  advantage  with  nine 
penalty  comers  while  Cushing 
had  none.  The  offense,  however, 
was  unable  to  convert  their 
advantage  into  a lead,  and 
despite  their  control  of  the  field, 
the  game  ended  at  an  inconclu- 
sive 0-0  stalemate. 

As  the  girls  started  their 
final  home  game  of  the  season 
against  Milton  with  a record  of 
7-2-4,  they  hoped  to  secure 
another  win  to  better  their  sea- 
son record.  However,  the  two 
equally  matched  teams  kept  fans 
in  suspense  until  the  end,  but  no 
team  was  able  to  secure  a victo- 
ry- 

Facing  Milton  at  home  last 
Wednesday,  the  girls  struggled 
to  get  control  of  the  ball  in  the 
first  half.

Why  Andover  Field  Hockey  Won’t  Be 


Despite  finishing  the  regular 
season  with  a 7-2-6  overall 
record,  the  Andover 
Girls'  Field  Hockey 
" « team  will  not  be 

competing  in  this 
IF  year's  ^NEPSAC 
^•  ..  championship  tour- 
nament. The  tourna- 
ment committee’s  decision  came 
as  a surprise  this  past  week, 
shocking  Andover  athletes  and 
raising  questions  about  the  fair- 
ness of  the  current  tournament 
selection  system. 

Andover’s  absence  from  this 
year’s  tournament  is  the  result  of 
a number  of  things.  The  New 
England  Preparatory  School 
Athletic  Council,  NEPSAC,  is 
divided  into  four  Districts. 
Andover  belongs  to  District  III, 
along  with  other  eastern 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
and  southern  New  Hampshire 
prep  schools,  and  is  classified  as 
a Class  A school,  a distinction 
that  is  based  on  student-body 
size. 

Playing  primarily  Class  A 
and  B schools,  Andover  Field 
Hockey  is  challenged  by  larger 
and,  consequently,  stronger 
schools  throughout  the  season. 

However,  the  Saylor  Point 
System  Formula,  the  current 
tournament  selection  process, 
does  not  take  into  account 
Andover’s  relatively  challenging 
schedule  against  non-district 
opponents.  In  the  Saylor  Point 
System,  a win  is  only  win, 
whether  it  comes  against  a Class 
A opponent  or  a smaller  Class  D 
opponent,  if  the  team  is  in  your 
district. 

Andover  has,  for  example, 
played  four  games  against  non- 
District  III  schools  and  none  of 
those  contests  were  factored  in  to 
Andover’s  Saylor  Point  Average. 
Factoring  in  these  four  games, 
three  wins  and  one  loss,  would 
have  secured  Andover  a bid  in 
the  year-end  championship  tour- 
nament. 

The  final  thorn  in  Andover’s 
side  was  their  record  of  six  ties. 
Despite  yielding  to  a common 
governing  body  (NEPSAC), 
District  III  and  District  IV 
schools  have  different  rules 
when  a game  finishes  as  a stale- 


mate. 

Under  District  IV  rules,  a 
playoff  period  of  ten  minutes, 
with  seven  players  on  each  side, 
serves  as  a sudden-death  (first 
team  to  score)  tie-breaker.  If  nei- 
ther team  scores  during  the  ten- 
minutes,  the  game  is  declared  a 
tie.  This  ten-minute  overtime, 
used  throughout  the  country  in 
other  high  schools  as  well  as  in 
the  NCAA,  has  never  been  a 
District  III  rule. 

The  Independent  School 
League  (ISL),  a group  of  District 
III  schools  that  Andover  regular- 
ly competes  with,  has,  in  past 
years,  not  supported  this  over- 
time concept,  causing  this  delay 
in  District  III  rule  change  by 
arguing  that  the  ten-minute  play- 
off affects  the  JV  game. 

NEPSAC  Field  Hockey 
Treasurer  and  Tournament 
Coordinator  Louisa  Jones,  of 
Pomfret  School,  said,  “Teams 
have  been  playing  seven  aside 
since  ten  years  ago... the  ISL  has 
really  slowed  down  District  III.” 

This  fall,  District  IV  had  18 
total  tie  games  compared  with 
District  Ill's  64  tie  games,  a fact 
that  the  Division  III  Field 
Hockey  committee  was  well 
aware  of.  In  a long  overdue 
change,  the  committee  voted  last 
Monday  to  implement  the  ten- 
minute  playoff  rule  in  next  year’s 
games,  thus  updating  Division 
Ill’s  status  with  the  rest  of  the 
field. 

In  their  final  game  in  the 
month  of  October,  the  Lady  Blue 
played  Middlesex,  which,  at  that 
point  in  the  season  was  undefeat- 
ed on  top  of  the  ISL  standings. 
Thanks  to  a bit  of  last  minute 
heroics  from  Andover  Captain 
Marissa  Hudson  "04,  the  Lady 
Blue  tied  up  the  game  1-1. 
Without  an  overtime  (ISL  rules) 
the  game  ended  tied. 

So,  although  Andover  proved 
itself  to  be  just  as  talented  as 
Middlesex,  the  top  seeded 
District  III,  Class  A team  in  the 
NEPSAC  tournament,  Andover 
will  not  be  competing  the  tourna- 
ment for  the  first  time  since 
1998. 

While  Andover  was  unable  to 
earn  one  of  the  coveted  eight 
tournament  bids,  Convent  of  the 
Sacred  Heart’s  field  hockey  team 


in  the  Playoffs 

will  be  present  despite  having  a 
comparatively  easier  schedule 
against  many  Class  B and  Class 
C schools. 

“No  one  really  understands,” 
said  Head  Coach  Kate  Dolan  of 
the  system  and  Andover’s  bad 
luck. 

Unfortunately,  the  Saylor 
System’s  weaknesses  have 
affected  other  teams  as  well. 
Williston  Northampton  School,  a 
Class  B competitor,  is  seeded  a 
surprising  fifth  despite  having  an 
overall  record  of  10-5.  The 
Saylor  system’s  inability  to  fac- 
tor in  certain  games  dropped 
Williston’s  place  in  the  tourna- 
ment. What  about  Governor 
Dummer  Academy,  who  has  to 
play  Williston?  Doesn't  GDA 
deserve  any  easier  first-round 
opponent  after  their  hard  play  in 
2003  rather  than  the  poorly 
ranked  but  very  skilled  Williston 
Tigers? 

Worse,  perhaps,  than  they 
issues  with  the  playoffs,  the 
Saylor  Point  System  Formula 
may  also  be  lowering  the  quality 
of  play  among  certain  NEPSAC 
schools.  To  increase  their  chance 
of  making  the  NEPSAC  tourna- 
ment, schools  can  drop  non-dis- 
trict opponents  and  increase  their 
number  of  games  against  lower 
athletic  class  schools  in  their  dis- 
trict. 

Jones,  also  Pomfret’s  Field 
Hockey  Coach,  admitted,  “As  a 
Coach,  I’ve  dropped  games  with 
Tabor,  since  their  not  in  our  dis- 
trict,” but  added  that  Promfret 
“play[s]  KUA  (Kimball  Union 
Academy)  just  for  the  competi- 
tion.” 

Andover  Field  Hockey 
Coaches  Dolan  and  Martha 
Fenton  ’83  should  be  commend- 
ed for  their  refusal  to  manipulate 
Andover’s  schedule  in  order  to 
secure  a post-season  tournament 
bid.  Their  decision  to  keep  high- 
quality  games  against  Class  A 
non-district  teams  is  a reflection 
of  their  commitment  to  challenge 
the  girls  whom  they  coach 
regardless  of  the  Saylor  System 
and  playoff  ramifications. 

A tournament  is  only  the  best 
way  to  decide  an  undisputed 
league  champion  if  all  the  teams 
that  have  earned  a bid  are  invit- 
ed.

Andover  Offense:  Quarterback  Nick  Stamas  '04  has  no  trouble 
throwing  the  football.  In  last  week’s  34-14  loss  to  Cushing,  Stamas 
threw  for  three-hundred  yards.  The  only  problem  with  a perform- 
ance that  stable  is  that  passing  the  ball  three  out  of  four  times 
becomes  predictable  and  can  lead  to  interceptions.  Against  the 
Northfield  Mount  Hermon  Hoggers,  the  Big  Blue  will  need  to  mix 
things  up  and  blend  some  running  plays  in  with  all  those  the  passing 
plays.  Even  though  Andover  has  a skilled  corps  of  wide  receivers, 
they  also  have  a group  of  very  talented  halfbacks:  Co-captain 
Connor  Hoesley  ’04,  PG  Mike  Eruzione  ’04,  and  sophomore  Evan 
Platt  ’06  will  all  help  out  the  Big  Blue. 

Andover  Defense:  The  key  to  beating  NMH  on  defense  will  be  to 
shut  down  their  power  running  game.  The  Big  Blue  will  need  to  pre- 
vent NMH’s  premier  tailback  Brendan  Georges  from  running  wild.

Coach  Modeste  described 
Choate  as  being  very  "big  and 
physical,  with  a bunch  of  big 
strong  runners.” 

The  key  to  beating  Choate, 
for  the  Blue,  will  be  to  use  their 
quick  strike  capability  and  beat 
them  with  their  speed.

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With  1:30  to  go  in  their 
game  against  Hotchkiss  this  past 
Saturday,  the  PA  Football  Team 
was  down  25-21  after  an 
impressive  forced  fumble  fol- 
lowed by  a touchdown  minutes 
before.  The  boys,  again  on 
defense,  went  for  a repeat  per- 
formance, keeping  in  mind  the 
fact  that  if  they  could  strip  the 
ball  the  game  could  be  theirs.

perate for  a turnover.  The  big 
fellas  upfront  did  a great  job 
making  the  play  happen, 
wrenching  the  ball  free.  The 
turnover  sparked  the  team.” 

Spang  responded  to  the 
loose  ball  promptly,  covering  it 
up  with  his  body  and  cementing 
the  turnover.  The  line  did  well 
to  turn  the  ball  over,  but  their 


valiant  efforts  were  futile  in  the 
end  as  the  team  suffered  their 
first  loss,  25-21,  when  the 
offense  failed  to  break  out  for 
the  elusive  win-clinching  touch- 
down.

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Making  the  transition  from 
townie  to  prepster,  from  the 
comfort  of  his  AHS  senior 
spring  to  the  academic  stresses 
of  Andover,  has  been  simply 
more  of  the  same  for  Nick 
Stamas  '04.

Meet  Joey  Lokitis  ’06:  PAs

Joseph  Lokitis  ’06  sits 
hunched  over  a computer  just 
outside  Garver  room  anxiously 
plucking  away  at  the  black  Dell 
keyboard  at  his  fingertips.  Upon 
seeing  my  arrival  Joey  instinc- 
tively hits  the  “p”  key  and  the 
various  sharks,  fish,  seals,  and 
other  ocean  inhabitants  in  the 
game  he  is  playing  come  to  a 
stand  still.  Lokitis  then  turns  his 
chair  my  direction  and  says 
“alright  lets  do  this.” 

Standing  in  at  five  foot 
eleven  and  weighing  just  over  a 
buck  seventy  Lokitis  is  the  quin- 
tessential image  of  an  Andover 
athlete.  Wearing  faded  jeans, 
well  kept  sneakers,  and  a gray  t- 
shirt  currently,  Lokitis’  looks 
clean  cut  compared  to  the  image 
of  toughness  he  portrays  under  a 
football  helmet. 

Lokitis  grew  up  in  Norton 
Massachusetts  under  the  careful 
watch  of  his  two  athletically 
gifted  older  sisters.  Influenced 
by  his  siblings  athletic  prowess, 
he  began  playing  basketball  at 
the  age  of  five.  However,  he  did 
not  pick  up  football  until  much 
later.  “Football  is  a lot  of  fun,” 
the  lower  says.  “But  basketball 
will  always  be  my  sport.” 

Lokitis  became  interested  in 
football  in  the  seventh  grade 
when  he  began  to  tire  of  being  a 
soccer  player  and  tried  out  as 
left  tackle  for  the  football  team. 
When  asked  how  he  made  the 
drastic  change  to  quarterback 
Lokitis  responded  “I  always 
wanted  to  assume  a leadership 
position  on  the  field  and  quarter- 
back was  the  best  way  for  me  to 
go  about  it.” 

At  this  point  in  the  conversa- 
tion best  friend  and  teammate 
Evan  Platt  ’06  interrupts  Joey 
and  gives  his  loud  opinion  on 
how  Joey  should  be  focusing 
exclusively  on  football.  Lokitis 
laughs  and  shrugs.  “My  parents 


always  told  me  to  be  balanced.  I 
play  the  piano;  I am  like  a little 
Mozart.” 

Bringing  the  conversation 
back  to  football  I ask  Lokitis 
about  the  game  on  Saturday. 
Lokitis  made  his  first  varsity 
start  at  quarterback  for  Blue, 
stepping  in  for  the  injured  Nick 
Stamas  ’04.  “I  was  nervous;  I 
am  not  going  to  lie.  But  at  the 
same  time  I was  glad  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  show  off  my 
stuff.”  Now  raising  his  voice  so 
the  whole  room  can  hear  him 
Lokitis  says  “...oh  yeah  I’d  like 
to  thank  Nick  for  being  my  men- 
tor. I feel  like  his  apprentice,  I 
even  sold  him  my  sneakers  for 
twenty  bucks.”  Stamas  looks 
over  from  the  computer  across 
the  way.  shakes  his  head  and 
smiles  affectionately  at  his  pro- 
tege. 

When  asked  what  he  thought 
about  his  coach  on  the  gridiron 
and  the  hardwood,  Leon 
Modeste,  Lokitis  responded 
“Coach  Mo... Coach  Mo’s  the 
man.” 

Coach  Modeste  thinks  much 
the  same  of  Lokitis.  “Joe  is  a 
fine  young  quarterback  who 
may  get  the  starting  nod  later  on 
this  season  should  we  need  to 
use  him,"  Modeste  said. 

Throughout  the  interview  it 
becomes  increasingly  clear  that 
Lokitis  simply  exudes  confi- 
dence. Every  question  I ask  he 
answers  truthfully  with  a big 
warm  smile.  The  young  quarter- 
back is  brutally  honest,  he  has 
nothing  to  hide.  And  why  should 
he?  Getting  the  starting  nod  at 
quarterback  as  a sophomore,  not 
to  mention  making  varsity  bas- 
ketball as  a freshman,  Lokitis 
has  plenty  of  reasons  to  be  con- 
fident. 

Mentor  Stamas  said  of 
Lokitis,  “Joey  is  a very  talented, 
unique,  determined  individual.

Andover  Offense:  Quarterback  Nick  Stamas  '04  has  no  trouble 
throwing  the  football.  In  last  week’s  34-14  loss  to  Cushing,  Stamas 
threw  for  three-hundred  yards.  The  only  problem  with  a perform- 
ance that  stable  is  that  passing  the  ball  three  out  of  four,  times 
becomes  predictable  and  can  lead  to  interceptions.  Against  the 
Northfield  Mount  Hermon  Hoggers,  the  Big  Blue  will  need  to  mix 
things  up  and  blend  some  running  plays  in  with  all  those  the  passing 
plays.  Even  though  Andover  has  a skilled  corps  of  wide  receivers, 
they  also  have  a group  of  very  talented  halfbacks:  Co-captain 
Connor  Hoesley  ’04,  PG  Mike  Eruzione  '04,  and  sophomore  Evan 
Platt  ’06  will  all  help  out  the  Big  Blue.

Every  year  it  all  comes  down  to  the  football  game.  Hands  down  the 
most  anticipated  sporting  event  all  year,  the  Andover/Exeter  football 
game  brings  out  intensity  and  school  spirit  not  only  in  the  players  doing 
battle  on  the  field,  but  the  hundreds  filling  the  stadiums.

The  Big  Blue  of  Andover  had  to  recover  from  an  early  2-0  deficit  and  then,  still  trailing  3-2  at 
halftime,  turned  up  the  heat  in  the  second  half  to  defeat  Taft  School  5-3  in  a New  England  Prep 
School  Class  A Soccer  quarter-final  match-up  played  at  Loomis  Chaffee  School  in  Windsor,  CT.  The 
Taft  team  came  out  quickly  and  scored  two  goals  in  the  first  twenty  minutes.  Taft's  Malcolm

With  so  much  riding  on  the  game,  the  Andover  and  Exeter  boys'  varsity  soccer  teams  played 
another  battle  royale  in  this  fall  classic.  Exeter  came  into  the  match  with  only  one  prep  school  loss, 
a 1-0  setback  to  Holderness  in  their  opening  game  of  the  season.  Since  then,  the  Big  Red  racked  up 
a pile  of  solid  results  against  quality  opponents.

Andover  came  out  of  the  blocks  quickly  and  was  able  to  establishing  territorial  advantage  right 
away.  Kirk  Lepke  (Senior,  North  Andover,  MA)  and  Mike  Spiak  (Lower,  Andover,  MA)  were  making 
darting  runs  up  front  and  the  Andover  midfielders  and  backs  were  having  success  slotting  balls 
through  to  this  dynamic  duo.

Thompson  ’06  and  Callum 
Thomas  ’04,  the  Blue  controlled 
play  from  the  opening  whistle.  The 
boys  dominated  play,  yet  could  not 
put  the  first  goal  of  the  season 
away  in  the  first  half.  Loomis,  who 
barely  had  a chance  to  shoot,  went 
scoreless  as  well. 

The  second  period  was  similar 
to  the  first:  the  ball  found  its  way 
into  the  Loomis  half  and  stayed 
there  as  Andover  controlled  the 
game.  The  scoring  started  in  the 
middle  of  the  second  half  as  a 
Loomis  striker  beat  the  left  side  of 
the  defense,  lunged  around  Keeper 
Brendan  McManus  ’05  and  slid  a 
dribbling  shot  towards  the  goal.  1- 
0 Loomis. 

However,  Andover  answered 
that  goal  with  a beauty  of  their  own 
as  Mike  Spiak  ’06  laid  a flighted 
ball  by  Knef  King  ’04  at  the  top  of 
the  box  back  to  Kirk  Lepke  ’04, 
who  drilled  it  into  the  upper-  right 
comer  with  a spectacular  strike. 

Andover’s  control  of  the  game 
had  finally  paid  off  with  their  first 
goal  of  the  season,  but  they  would 
soon  have  to  work  even  harder. 
For,  with  about  fifteen  minutes  left 
in  the  game,  a Loomis  striker  stole 
the  ball  on  the  left  side  and  raced 
towards  the  Blue  goal,  this  time 
driving  a fine  shot  into  the  side  net- 
ting. 2-1  Pelicans.  Loomis  cele- 
brated as  Andover’s  chances 
looked  bleak.  But,  just  as  last 
year’s  horrible  start  turned  into  a 
spectacular  finish,  the  boys’  roller- 
coaster ride  with  Loomis  ended  in 
dramatic  and  glorious  fashion. 

After  that  second  goal,  the 
Pelicans  had  no  more  chances  to 
score.  Loomis  fell  back  on  their 
heels  for  the  last  fifteen  minutes 
just  as  they  had  before,  watching 
Andover  dominate  play. 

With  34  seconds  left,  the  boys 
received  what  looked  to  be  one 
last,  hopeless  chance  when 
Captain  Dave  Sheldon  ’04  drilled  a 
long  pass  towards  the  Loomis 
goal.  Then,  as  if  it  were  a plan  out 
of  a playbook,  Russell  found  his 
way  beneath  it  and  flicked  it  on 
perfectly  to  Thomas  at  the  top  of 
the  Loomis  box.  Finding  the 
Loomis  keeper  charging  towards 
him,  Thomas  lofted  the  ball  high 
into  the  air  and  over  the  keeper. 


When  it  finally  came  down,  his 
“teardrop  from  heaven”  splashed 
into  the  back  of  the  net.  Tie  game. 

The  remaining  30  seconds 
ended  in  controversy.  With  no  time 
left  on  the  clock,  a Loomis  defend- 
er threw  Thomas  to  the  ground 
right  in  front  of  his  own  box. 
Thomas,  who  practices  shots  like 
those  every  day,  lined  the  free  kick 
up  for  the  possible  game-winner. 

Nevertheless,  he  could  only 
stand  amazed  as  the  referee  blew 
the  final  whistle  before  he  could 
take  the  shot.  Some  wondered  how 
a referee  could  end  the  game  on  a 
penalty  and  not  give  Thomas  a 
shot,  yet  it  was  his  final  decision. 

After  that  classic  battle  with 
Loomis,  the  team  drove  up  on 
Wednesday  to  take  on  Holdemess, 
a team  that  sported  highly  touted 
and  heavily  recruited  goalkeeper 
Freddy  Hall,  one  of  the  best  high 
school  goalies  in  the  nation. 
However,  no  national  quality  keep- 
er or  any  other  Holdemess  player 
had  a chance  of  stopping  the  Blue 
this  day. 

From  the  start,  Thomas  led  the 
team  from  the  striker  position, 
drilling  two  past  Hall  early  in  the 
first  half.  He  deftly  settled  two 
balls  in  front  of  him  in  the 
Holdemess  box  and  smoked  them 
both  into  the  top-left  comer  of  the 
net  as  Mr.  Hall  could  only  stand 
and  watch. 

Freshman  sensation  AJ 
Charles  made  it  3-0  before  half- 
time with  his  first  varsity  goal, 
sending  a beautiful  finish  into  the 
side  netting  and  ultimately  crush- 
ing the  Holdemess  spirits. 
Thompson  made  it  4-0  in  the  open- 
ing minutes  of  the  second  half, 
slotting  home  a loose  ball  that 
squirted  free  inside  the  Holdemess 
box.  By  then.  Hall  had  already 
been  pulled  and  Holdemess  had 
given  up. 

The  contest  ended  4-0 
Andover,  earning  the  Blue  their 
first  win  of  the  season.  Not  only 
that,  but  the  Blue  defense  recorded 
their  first  shutout,  and  what  a 
shutout  it  was.  The  Blue  backs 
allowed  only  one  legitimate  shot 
on  goal  in  90  minutes,  completely 
destroying  any  inkling  of  a 
Holdemess  attack. 

The  keeper  team  of  McManus 
and  Dave  Wilkinson  ’05,  who 
played  his  first  varsity  minutes  in 
the  second  half,  touched  the  ball  a 
total  of  five  times  combined.  Call 
it  what  you  want,  but  hammering 
the  team  that  kept  you  out  of  the 
postseason  last  year  is  nothing 
short  of  a statement  game,  and  a 
strong  one  at  that.  “It  was  a must 
win  for  us,”  said  Coach  Scott,  “and 
we  got  the  job  done.”

The 
home  team  hustle  made  a game 
that  was  dominated  by  the  Blue 
into  a nail-biter  of  a contest. 
Though  Andover  outshot  the 
Seawolves  25-13,  Andover  squan- 
dered several  opportunities  while 
the  Tabor  keeper  made  some 
ridiculous  saves,  resulting  in 
scoreless  tie  deep  into  the  second 
half.  In  fact,  Tabor  would  have 
taken  the  lead  had  it  not  been  for 
the  play  of  Knef  King  '04  and  Co- 
captain Dave  Sheldon  ’04.

The  boys  erupted 
and  never  looked  back,  finally 
breathing  easy  as  the  final  whistle 
sounded,  1-0  Blue. 

Andover  had  no  such  trouble 
on  Wednesday  at  home  against 
Moses  Brown.  The  Blue  owned 
the  game  for  the  entire  90  minutes 
as  the  visitors  never  had  a real 
chance  to  score.  Andover,  on  the 
other  hand,  had  no  problem  find- 
ing the  back  of  the  net.  The  scoring 
started  in  the  first  half  with  a pow- 
erful finish  from  Mike  Spiak  '06, 
who  scored  the  his  first  goal  of  the 
year  after  assisting  on  almost  all  of 
the  Blue’s  tallies  so  far  this  season.

The  score  stayed  at  2-0  until  half- 
time, during  which  the  boys 
vowed  to  step  it  up  a notch  in  the 
second  half  and  put  Moses  Brown 
away.  True  to  their  words, 
Andover  ran  their  guests  into  the 
ground  in  the  final  45  minutes. 
Andover  quickly  went  up  3-0  in 
the  opening  minutes  of  the  second 
half  as  Spiak  drilled  another  shot 
from  close  range  past  the  helpless 
Moses  Brown  keeper,  recording 


his  second  goal  of  the  season  and 
of  the  game. 

The  final  30  minutes  belonged 
to  the  tandems  of  Brent  Vale  '04 
and  Russell,  the  center  backs,  and 
Wu  and  Maqubela,  the  center  mid- 
fielders, who  combined  to  control 
the  center  of  the  field.

On  Saturday,  Andover  will 
take  on  Choate  at  home  under  the 
lights  of  Phelps  Stadium.  The  first 
night  game  for  boys’  soccer  in 
three  years,  the  game  promises  to 
be  a classic,  clashing  of  two  pow- 
erhouse schools  at  the  top  of  their 
games.  The  Blue  also  anxiously 
await  the  return  of  Co-captain  and 
starting  center  back  Carey  Hynes 
’04,  who  has  been  out  with  a frac- 
tured foot.  The  team  hopes  he  will 
be  cleared  to  play  on  Saturday  for 
the  rest  of  the  season.  If  he  is, 
watch  out  Choate,  and  watch  out 
New  England.

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ball  back  to  Callum  Thomas  '04, 
who  drilled  a pass  into  the  right 
comer  for  Co-captain  Dave 
Sheldon  '04,  who  collected  it  and 
sent  a shot  that  sailed  just  wide  of 
the  Exeter  goal.  Though  no  goal 
was  scored,  the  opening  play  sent  a 
clear  message  that  the  Andover 
boys  were  here  to  play,  and  here  to 
win. 

The  Blue  controlled  play  from 
the  start  as  Justin  Wu  '06  and  Pumi 
Maqubela  ’06  dominated  Exeter’s 
central  midfielders  all  day  long. 
Spiak  ran  through  the  Red  defense 
like  a hot  knife  through  butter, 
playing  one  of  his  best  games  of 
the  year  as  Exeter  defenders 
appeared  to  be  moving  in  slow 
motion.  The  Blue  fired  on  goal 
time  after  time,  sending  their  shots 
just  wide  or  forcing  the  Red  keep- 
er to  make  a couple  good  saves. 
Yet,  for  most  of  the  first  half,  the 
boys  couldn’t  put  one  away.  In 
fact,  Andover  was  inches  from 
finding  itself  down  1-0.  Maybe 
they  were  lucky,  maybe  the  wind 
blew  in  their  favor,  or  maybe  keep- 
er Brendan  McManus  ’05  had 
prayed  extra  hard  that  day,  but 
Andover  felt  its  heart  in  its  throat 
as  one  of  the  few  Exeter  shots 
deflected  off  a Blue  defender  and 
rolled  across  the  goal  mouth, 
banging  off  the  far  post  and  allow- 
ing the  Blue  faithful  to  breathe  a 
sigh  of  relief. 

Other  than  that,  the  ball 
remained  in  Exeter’s  half.  As 
Thomas,  TJ  Thompson  ’06  and 
Nate  Scott  ’05  led  the  push  up 
field,  an  Andover  goal  seemed 
inevitable. 

“It’s  gonna  come!  It’s  gonna 
come  right  here!”  said  Coach  Scott 
from  the  sidelines  as  the  boys  lined 
up  for  a comer  kick  with  less  that 
three  minutes  to  go  in  the  half. 
Naturally,  when  Coach  says  it  is 
coming,  somehow  it  always  does. 
Thompson  drove  the  ball  to  the  far 
post  to  the  head  of  Steve  Russell 
’04,  who  set  it  down  for  Lepke  to 
smash  to  top  self  of  the  back  of  the 
net.  Coach  Scott  was  not  surprised. 


With  a 1-0  lead,  the  game  was 
theirs  to  win,  and  the  back  four 
took  care  of  the  rest.  For  the  last  45 
minutes,  Chris  Walters  '04,  Carey 
Hynes  '04,  Russell  and  Sheldon 
turned  away  any  chance  of  tying 
the  game,  tightening  the  noose  and 
dropping  the  board  on  Exeter’s 
season. 

Quietly,  Andover  dominated 
the  second  half,  walking  out  of  the 
cold  Red  air  and  into  the  warm, 
gorgeous  confines  of  Loomis 
Chafee  and  the  New  England 
Championship  Tournament. 

Hopping  on  a bus  at  11  AM 
and  riding  two  hours  from  home, 
the  Blue  met  Taft  Academy  at 
Loomis  for  the  opening  round  of 
the  tournament.  Coming  in  as  the 
#3  seed,  Taft  finished  the  regular 
season  with  a 12-2-3  record, 
including  wins  over  second  ranked 
Choate  Rosemary  Hall  and  fifth 
ranked  Loomis  Chafee.  Andover, 
9-2-2  on  the  season,  came  loaded 
with  one  of  the  best  defenses  in  the 
region  as  well,  so  this  one  prom- 
ised to  be  a hard  fought,  ugly, 
pitcher’s-duel  of  a game.  Well,  that 
was  how  it  was  supposed  to  be 
anyway. 

In  the  first  twenty  minutes, 
Andover  moved  with  uncharacter- 
istic indecision,  acting  more  nerv- 
ous than  aggressive  and  playing 
not  to  screw  up  rather  than  playing 
to  win.  As  a result,  the  Blue  lacked 
their  customary  flare  and  commu- 
nication, leading  to  early  prob- 
lems. Ten  minutes  in,  a Taft  for- 
ward broke  through  the  right  side 
and  quickly  finished  with  a right 
footed  strike  to  the  far  post  to  seize 
a 1-0  lead.  Back  on  their  heels, 
Andover  remained  lost,  not  per- 
forming to  the  level  they  knew 
they  could  reach.  Ten  minutes 
later,  it  took  a second  goal  from  a 
close  open  shot  from  the  left  side 
to  wake  up  the  boys,  who  finally 
opened  their  eyes  to  find  them- 
selves down  2-0  against  best 
defense  in  New  England,  a 
prospect  that  even  worried  Coach 
Scott.  “Coach  Carr  and  I were 
already  talking  about  moving  to  a 
4-3-3  or  a 3-4-3  [from  a 4-4-2  for- 


mation] just  to  try  to  go  down 
swinging.  Then,  all  of  a sudden  it 
was  2- 1 and  2-2,  and  we  were  right 
back  in  the  thick  of  things.” 

Of  course,  whoever  said  their 
season  was  over  never  told 
Andover.  For,  as  soon  as  he  and 
Coach  Carr  were  ready  to  send  out 
extra  forwards,  Coach  Scott 
watched  Mike  Spiak  send  a strike 
towards  the  Taft  goal  that  hit  one 
of  the  TA  defenders,  who  tried  to 
clear  it  out  but  ended  up  driving  it 
off  his  own  post  and  just  over  his 
goal  line.  Only  moments  later, 
Spiak  was  at  it  again,  heading 
home  a bouncing  ball  from  a few 
yards  out,  tying  the  game  in  inex- 
plicable fashion.  However,  with 
only  moments  to  go  in  the  first 
half,  Taft  stopped  the  Blue  in  its 
tracks  with  a bang.  Driving  down 
the  right  side,  a TA  midfielder 
struck  a low  cross  near  the  top  of 
the  Andover  box,  falling  to  the  feet 
of  a streaking  striker  to  smacked  it 
one-time  on  a line  into  the  left  cor- 
ner of  the  net. 

Taft  rejoiced  as  Andover  took 
an  uppercut  to  the  chin  just  before 
the  bell  sounded  the  end  of  round 
one.  Stumbling  back  to  their  cor- 
ner, the  boys  sat  down  together  at 
halftime  for  what  they  hoped 
wouldn't  be  the  last  time.  Though 
they  still  trailed,  the  Blue  looked  at 
each  other  and  knew  they  could  do 
it.  After  all,  it’s  not  like  it  hadn’t 
been  done,  well,  five  times  before 
(That  is  Loomis,  Tabor,  NMH, 
Cushing,  and,  of  course, 
Deerfield).  Coach  Scott  made  sure 
it  would  happen  again. 

“You  guys  are  so  good,”  said 
Scott,  “I  have  all  the  confidence  in 
the  world  in  you  guys.  So  go  out 
there  and  play  with  confidence.  Go 
win  this  damn  thing.” 

And  so  they  did. 

From  the  opening  bell  of  round 
two,  the  Andover  Blue  fired  away, 
dishing  out  blow  after  blow  to  the 
suddenly  struggling  Taft  defense, 
which  began  to  fall  apart.  Ten  min- 
utes in,  Thompson  landed  the 
tying  punch  with  a left  footed 
strike  from  close  range,  finishing  a 
loose  ball  in  front  of  the  net  to  get 


the  Blue  rolling,  and  they  never 
looked  back.  Lepke  followed 
Thompson’s  shot  with  a blast  of 
his  own,  scoring  a carbon  copy  of 
his  game-winning,  top-self  drive 
against  Exeter  to  give  his  team  an 
improbable  lead.  From  there,  co- 
captains Hynes  and  Sheldon  held 
down  the  fort  with  Russell, 
Walters  and  McManus  to  shut  out 
Taft  in  the  second  half,  riding  a 
knockout  punch  by  Spiak  with  20 
minutes  to  go  to  all  but  seal  the 
victory.  Shocked  and  staggering, 
Taft  fell,  giving  up  the  same 
amount  of  goals  in  one  game  as 
they  had  all  year.  As  the  final  sec- 
onds ticked  away,  the  scoreboard 
off  in  the  distance  shone  through 
the  approaching  darkness  and  set- 
tling mist,  displaying  a result  for 
all  New  England  to  see.  Andover 
5,  Taft  3,  catapulting  the  Blue  into 
the  New  England  Prep  School 
Semifinals  at  Andover  on  Saturday 
afternoon  against  Belmont  Hill, 
who  had  toppled  #2  seeded  Choate 
1-0  earlier  in  the  day,  for  the  right 
to  play  in  the  NEPSSA  Finals.

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Soccer  Rallies  Against  Deerfield

The  story  of  the  Boys 
Varsity  Soccer  team  has,  once 
again,  become 
hazardous  to 
human  health. 
Though  this 
roller  coaster 
season  has 

already  added 

many  gray  hairs  and  weakened 
more  than  a few  hearts  for  the 
coaching  staff,  parents  and  fans, 
the  ride  is  not  over  yet  for  the 
Andover  Blue.  In  fact,  before 
last  Saturday,  it  had  only  just 
begun. 

Before  a sea  of  green  sup- 
porters on  Parents’  Weekend  at 
Deerfield,  the  game  had  all  the 
makings  of  a classic. 

Last  year,  Andover  and 
Deerfield  trudged  through  a 


swampy  field  in  monsoon  con- 
ditions on  Andover’s  Parents 
Weekend  to  wage  one  of  the 
best  battles  in  recent  memory. 

When  the  final  whistle  blew, 
Deerfield,  ranked  #1  in  New 
England  at  the  time,  found 
themselves  driving  2+  hours 
back  home  soaked  in  cold  rain, 
covered  in  mud.  and  enveloped 
in  grief. 

Thanks  to  a majestic  header 
through  the  New  England  wind 
and  rain  from  Nick  Franchot  ’03 
in  the  78th  minute,  the  underdog 
Blue  shocked  Deerfield  with  an 
unthinkable  victory,  a game  that 
propelled  Andover  to  a 9-0-2 
finish  in  their  best  season  since 
the  God-sent  17-0  team  of  2001 . 

This  year,  Andover  arrived 
with  a 6-2-2  record  to  take  on 
the  big  green  of  Deerfield,  who 
sported  a 5-2-3  mark.

It  probably  was  not  stage 
fright,  but  playing  under  the 
lights  simply  did  not  work  well 
for  the  Lady  Blue,  as  the  Girls 
Varsity  Soccer  team  dropped  its 
Parents’  Weekend  contest  2-1  to 
the  NMH  Hoggers  in  a hard 
fought  nailbiter.  The  following 
Wednesday,  the  Andover  squad 
dropped  another  excruciating 
close  match  to  Thayer  Academy, 
1-0.  The  team's  record  now 
stands  at  a bleak  2-9-1 . 

Against  Northfield  Mount 
Hermon,  the  Andover  team 
seemed  to  have  a burst  of  energy 
and  excitement  in  its  play  that 
has  not  yet  been  seen  this  season 
by  the  Blue  faithful  that  packed 
the  icy  cold  bleachers  at  Phelps 
Field.

Postgraduate  Dwyer,  moved

The  second  half  brought  less 
action  but  even  more  physical 
play.  The  ball  remained  in  the 
midfield  for  the  remainder  of  the 
game  with  several  unsuccessful 
breakaways  seen  from  both 
teams.

PA  knew  it  had  its  work  cut 
out  on  Wednesday  when  it  faced 
Thayer,  a team  with  a record  so 
far  of  7- 1 .

In  the  first  half,  Lee-Kramer 
brought  the  crowd  a proud-soc- 
cer-mom  moment  when  she 
saved  a goal  by  taking  a ball  in 
the  face.  Playing  the  whole 
game  in  net,  Wadland  was  “out- 
standing as  usual,”  as  Co-cap- 
tain Allegra  Asplundh-Smith  ’04 
put  it. 

The  defense  faced  many 
quick  Thayer  players,  but  was 
able  to  shut  down  their  attack 
and  most  of  their  better  players.

(20-30,30-22,30-22,17-30,15-13)  a mere  6 hours  before  the  total  lunar 
eclipse  (did  the  full  moon  affect  the  players?). 

Much  credit  goes  to  Exeter  for  their  defense,  especially  #16  Roxane  Duka, 
and  for  their  offense,  especially  #32  Eva  Glasrud  keeping  Exeter  in  the 
game.  Andover  was  very  slow  in  coming  out  of  the  starting  blocks  in  the 
first  game,  got  their  proper  bearings  in  the  second,  dominated  the  third 
game,  gave  away  the  4th  game,  and  have  taken  several  years  off  their 
coaches  life  in  allowing  Exeter  to  keep  the  score  really  close  in  the  5th.

Of  the  girls’  selfless  attitude. 
Assistant  Coach  Victor  Svec  said 
admirably,  “Talk  about  senior 
leadership.” 

The  discipline  shown  by  all 
four  seniors  will  pay  off  during 
the  end-of-season  championship 
tournament.  Younger,  less  experi- 
enced players  have  been  filling 
the  spots  yielded  by  the  seniors  in 
an  effou  further  develop  and 
add  even  more  depth  to 
I Andover’s  already  impressive 
lineup.  Despite  the  dominant 
seniors’  absences  from  the  court, 
their  influence  continues  on  the 
| bench. 

Watching  a regular  season 
game,  regular  in  the  sense  that 
Andover  is  hardly  being  chal- 
lenged. you  can  see  that  while  the 
seniors  are  itching  to  jump  in  and 
play,  they  funnel  their  intensity 
almost  magically  into  the  under- 
classmen who  have  taken  their 
spots. 

When  some  teams  occasion- 
ally give  Andover  a little  nudge 
(little  known  fact:  these  girls  are 
mortal)  the  inexperienced  players 
benefit  the  most.  Requiring  not 
only  skill  and  explosive  strength, 
volleyball  is  “extremely  psycho- 
logical,” as  Coach  Beckwith 
explained. 

A tight  game’s  momentum  is 
in  constant  flux,  and  either  team 
has  the  opportunity  to  take  con- 


trol after  any  point.  In  order  to 
finish  off  even  the  easiest  oppo- 
nent. players  must  stay  com- 
posed, especially  so  when 
attempting  to  rally  back  from  a 
deficit.  Aware  that  many  of  the 
younger  players  can  be  discour- 
aged by  a quickly  returned  string 
of  points.  Andover’s  senior  quar- 
tet is  something  of  a collective 
puppet  master,  injecting  confi- 
dence and  spirit  into  their  players 
when  needed,  yet  letting  them 
fend  for  themselves  in  the  under- 
standing that  they  will  develop 
faster. 

Beginning  with  Hanely,  the 
four  is  a real  all-around  package, 
certainty  one  of  the  most  talented 
and  unified  groups  in  Andover 
Volleyball  history.  Pointing  out 
that  "Mimi  could  have  been  MVP 
last  year,”  Coach  Beckwith  con- 
tinued on  to  add,  “[Hanley]  is  by 
far  the  best  all-around  [league 
player]  this  year."  Mix  in  size 
along  with  honed  skill  and 
strength,  and  you  begin  to  get  an 
idea  of  Hanley's  ability  to  decide 
a game’s  outcome. 

Jordan  had  Pippen.  Malone 
had  Stockton,  Hanely  has 
Dickerson.  A textbook  setter 
who  is  “tied  as  best  setter  in  the 
league,"  as  Coach  Beckwith  put 
it,  Co-captain  Dickerson  bears 
the  responsibility  of  analyzing 
the  game  and  attacking  at  crucial 
points,  a job  that  she  has  excelled 
at  and  perfected  during  her  four 
years  as  a varsity  player.  Able  to 
adapt  accordingly  play  by  play, 
Dickerson  is  adept  at  "reading  the 
other  team  and  knowing  our  own 
weaknesses,”  added  Coach 
Beckwith. 


A perfect  example  of  the  how 
hard  work  breeds  success, 
Daigneault’s  game  has  matured 
throughout  her  three  years  as  a 
varsity  player.  After  being  a 
2002  Boston  Globe  All-Star,  an 
honor  bestowed  upon  only  a total 
of  12  league  players  including 
Hanley  and  Dickerson, 
Daigneault  was  still  eager  to 
improve. 

With  a knack  for  finding 
opponents  weaknesses, 

Daigneault  "has  always  been 
strong,"  but  this  season,  her 
“mental  edge  has  skyrocketed," 
said  Coach  Beckwith.  Most 
notably.  Daigneault  has  focused 
on  varying  her  attack,  making  her 
an  even  stronger  player  than  last 
season. 

Rounding  out  an  impressive 
senior  squad,  Voorhees  is  proof 
of  Andover’s  rare  depth.  When 
Andover  finally  brings  out  the 
big  guns  to  make  a run  for  the 
title.  Voorhees  will  be  a key  fac- 
tor in  providing  the  extra  edge 
that  Andover  needs  to  triumph.

WATER  POLO

Andover  Offense: 

The  hole-set  position  is  regarded  as  the  most  cutthroat  and  rough  spot 
in  the  water.  Wrestling  matches  over  ball  possession  occur  every  time  the 
ball  is  set  in  the  hole.  It  takes  brawn,  guts,  and  a lot  of  tolerance  for  pain 
to  make  a good  hole-set.  The  two  players  on  Andover’s  team  that  feel 
most  comfortable  playing  at  the  2-meter  are  Captain  Aaron  Stroble  and 
Rob  Anderson  ’06.  A recent  problem  in  games  has  been  the  “extra  atten- 
tion” Stroble  gets  when  occupying  the  2-meter.  Rival  teams  see  Stroble 
as  such  a threat  at  the  2-meter  that  they  make  every  player  attempt  to  play 
defense  on  both  Stroble  and  their  own  marked  man.  In  such  situations, 
Stroble  retires  to  the  perimeter  and  Anderson,  our  little  known  secret 
weapon,  steps  up  to  take  Stroble’s  place  in  the  2-meter.  He  does  a more- 
than-adequate  job  of  filling  Stroble’s  shoes,  and  he  even  manages  to  rack 
up  goals,  claiming  two  hat  tricks  in  the  past  3 games. 

Anyone  not  playing  at  the  2-meter  is  considered  a driver.  Drivers 
generally  reside  on  a perimeter  around  the  goal  and  constantly  drive 
towards  the  goal  in  hopes  of  getting  a free  shot  at  the  cage.  This  position 
requires  great  speed  and  endurance  in  the  water,  and  a keen  sense  of  tim- 
ing, also.  Seniors  Pauli  Randt  '04,  Morse,  Robert  Gucwa’04,  and  Jaime 
Neuwirth  ’06  and  Rob  Anderson  ’06  are  effective  as  drivers  in  creating 
scoring  opportunities.  Of  particular  note  are  Gucwa  and  Neuwirth,  who 
both  posses  incredible  sprinting  and  scoring  ability.  Randt  and  lefty 
Morse,  coupled  with  their  amazing  treading  strength,  are  big  scorers 
when  posted  at  the  flat  positions. 

Northfield  Mount  Hermon: 

Usually  a team  that  is  lacking  depth  and  experience  in  their  lineup, 
this  year’s  NMH  squad  is  lacking  nothing.  NMH’s  unusually  strong  team 
boasts  an  All-American  hole-set,  a dominating  lefty,  and  several  other  tal- 
ented players.  In  their  last  meeting  with  Andover,  NMH  went  up  7-1 . It 
looks  like  the  Andover  Boys  Varsity  Water  polo  team  will  have  to  step  it 
up  to  impress  parents  and  visitors  this  weekend. 

Jed  Kelly  ’04  - Goalkeeper 

Just  in  his  second  season  as 
Andover’s  starting  goalkeeper,  Kelly 
has  shot  up  amongst  the  ranks  of  the 
best  in  the  league.  He  is  one  of  PA’s 
key  players  in  the  water  and  a trustwor- 
thy last  line  of  defense.

The  boys  came  out  with  a 
strong  win  in  their  season  opener, 
but  their  success  was  cut  short  by 
some  tough  losses. 

The  team  came  into  the  sea- 
son with  high  expectations.  "We 
were  hoping  for  a record  of  4-1, 
but  ended  up  1-4,”  said  Captain 
Tyler  Simms  '04.  Their  record  of 
1-4  is  not  a true  indication  of 
their  early  season  play;  most  of 
their  games  have  been  extremely 
close.  “We  were  a little  bit  shaky 
in  the  beginning,”  added  Adam 
Crabtree  '04. 

The  basketball  team  won 
their  first  game  of  the  season  in  a 
strong  showing  against  the  Clark 
University  JV  team  with  a final 
score  of  70-64.  Simms  was  the 
scoring  leader  with  an  impressive 
24  points,  4 assists,  and  3 steals. 
The  game,  however,  could  not 
have  been  won  without  the  strong 
play  of  Crabtree  and  Joey  Lokitis 
'06.  Crabtree  led  the  defense  and 
scored  18  points,  to  go  with  his  4 
steals.  He  commented  on  his 
strong  play,  “In  the  first  game 
someone  needed  to  step  up  and 
push  the  team  through  it.  I do  the 
best  I can  to  help  out  the  team.” 
Lokitis  put  up  16  points  and  3 
assists.  The  win  left  the  team 
ready  to  take  on  their  next  oppo- 
nents St.  Mark’s. 

Against  St.  Mark’s,  Andover 
struggled  to  come  out  on  top,  los- 
ing 71-68.  Despite  the  loss, 
Andover  basketball  played  a 
solid  first  half.  At  the  intermis- 


sion they  were  leading  36-26.  St. 
Mark’s  made  up  ten  points  and 
had  claimed  the  lead  with  8:10 
remaining  in  the  half.  The  Blue 
tied  it  up  again  with  solid  scoring 
from  Lokitis  and  Patrick 
Houlihan  ’04.  They  scored  18 
and  16  points,  respectively.  The 
game  was  not  lost  until  the  final 
buzzer,  as  an  Andover  three-point 
prayer  went  unanswered. 

The  Big  Blue  suffered  a dis- 
appointing loss  to  Tilton  in  then- 
next  game,  losing  81-76  to  the 
Rams.  Crabtree  led  the  scoring 
with  24  points.  Consistent  high 
scorer  Lokitis  contributed  19 
points.  The  game  was  played  well 
by  both  sides,  but  Tilton  dominat- 
ed the  boards  and  scrapped  up 


extra  points.  The  loss  left  the 
team  with  a 1-2  record  to  that 
point  in  the  season. 

The  Loomis  game  was  anoth- 
er close  one  for  the  Big  Blue, 
sending  the  Big  Blue  home  with  a 
devastating  64-60  loss  to  the 
Pelicans.

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Boys  Basketball  Stuck  on  Losing 
Streak,  Falling  To  NMH,  Tilton

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For  the  Boys  Varsity 
Basketball  team,  the  past  week 
has  been  one  big  disappoint- 
ment. 

Coming  off  a heartbreaking 
loss  against  Exeter  last  week, 
the  team  entered  the  week  look- 
ing for  a crucial  win  to  turn  their 
season  around.  But  after  an 
embarrassing  loss  on  Friday  to 
Northfield-Mount  Hermon,  the 
boys  in  Blue  frustrated  them- 
selves even  more  on  Wednesday 
by  losing  yet  again  to  Tilton. 

This  season,  Northfield- 
Mount  Hermon  (12-4)  has  a 
menacing  reputation,  partly  due 
to  the  overwhelming  height  of 
the  team. 

Demolishing  the  Andover 
team  82-37,  the  Hoggers  started 
four  players  over  6’6”.  The 
large  difference  in  scoring  came 
as  a surprise  to  Andover;  how- 
ever, PA  prepared  itself  before- 
hand for  a tough  competition. 

Playing  with  a home  court 
advantage,  NMH  jumped  to  an 
early  14-1  lead  in  the  first  five 
minutes  of  the  game.  From  there 
on  out,  things  just  went  down- 
hill for  Andover.  Shots  missed 
the  hoop,  rebounds  were  given 
to  the  opposing  team,  and  NMH 
took  advantage  of  every 
Andover  weakness. 

NMH  led  the  game  41-20  at 
the  half,  and,  for  Andover, 
things  would  only  get  worse. 

Captain  Tyler  Simms  ’04 
commented,  “Offensively,  we 
played  scared.  [Our  team] 
seemed  to  play  afraid  because 
they  were  big  inside.  Instead  of 
passing  the  ball  until  we  found 
an  open  shot,  we  forced  shots 
and  had  too  many  turnovers.” 

Simms  continued,  “It  was 
definitely  our  worst  game  of  the 
season.  But  I think  we  still 
learned  from  it.  We  realized  how 
far  we  have  to  go  to  become  a 
solid  team.  NMH  could  be  one 


of  the  top  two  teams  in  the 
league  this  year,  so  for  us  to  turn 
this  season  around  and  make  the 
final  eight  in  the  post-season 
tournament,  we  cannot  get 
embarrassed  like  we  did  on 
Friday  night.” 

With  only  eight  minutes  left 
in  the  game,  NMH  went  on  a 22- 
5 scoring  tear  to  better  their  lead 
to  40.  The  scoring  run  broke  the 
hearts  of  the  Andover  squad. 

Despite  the  loss,  the  Big 
Blue  did  have  some  strong  spots 
in  the  game.  Simms  contributed 
four  assists,  Patrick  Houlihan 
'04  grabbed  seven  rebounds, 
and  Adam  Crabtree  ’04  made 
four  steals. 

Joey  Lokitis  ’06  and 
Crabtree  lead  the  team  in  scor- 
ing with  nine  points  each. 

“Were  we  disappointed 
about  losing?”  asked  Coach 
Leon  Modeste.  “Yes.  No  one 
wants  to  lose  by  so  many  points. 
But  losing  to  one  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  league  is  not  exact- 
ly humiliating.” 

Modeste  continued,  “Trying 
to  guard  boys  who  are  much 
taller  [than  us]  is  a difficult 
thing.  Our  biggest  problem 
came  from  fear;  we  just  played 
like  we  were  scared.  That  was 
what  was  most  disheartening 
about  our  performance.” 

Coach  Mo  described  the 
Blue  as  a perimeter  team  that 
prefers  shooting  longer  shots 
than  driving  to  the  basket. 

Andover  played  Tilton  (13- 
2)  at  the  beginning  of  the  season 
and  lost  by  only  six  points,  the 
coach  knew  what  to  expect  and 
tried  changing  certain  strategies 
to  best  fit  the  opposing  team’s 
strengths. 

In  preparation  for 
Wednesday’s  competition 
Simms  remarked,  “We  know 
that  they  have  a big  man  who 
performed  really  well  against  us 
last  time  we  played  Tilton.  To  be 
successful,  we  need  to  make 
sure  he  doesn’t  dominate 
inside.” 

The  Captain  predicted  right 
as  Tilton’s  6’9”  center,  among 
other  solid  players,  provided 
problems  for  Andover. 


Struggling  throughout  the  game 
for  a comeback,  PA  fell  behind 
early  and  finished  with  a 71-58 
loss.  As  the  Blue  wrestled  with 
low  intensity,  the  opposing  team 
maintained  constant  energy 
throughout  the  game. 

While  Tilton  repeatedly 
made  fast  breaks  down  the 
court,  Andover  suffered  from 
several  turnovers.  At  halftime 
Tilton  held  the  lead  at  31-24. 

“Our  game  is  best  described 
as  sloppy,”  said  Jordan  Nottke 
’05.  “Once  again,  we  played 
scared  and  were  embarrassed  by 
a team  we  should  have  beaten.  If 
we  expect  to  win  anymore 
games,  we  are  going  to  have  to 
make  some  changes  and  step  up 
our  aggressiveness.” 

Opening  the  second  half 
with  a chance  to  take  the  lead, 
Andover  gave  up  a few 
turnovers  that  consequently  lead 
to  a 14  point  difference.  PA  had 
another  opportunity  to  tie  up  the 
game  with  six  minutes  left  in  the 
second  half,  but  missed  a crucial 
layup  and  then  fell  behind  once 
again. 

“Our  team  also  had  difficul- 
ty adjusting  to  the  calls  made  by 
the  referees.  When  we  expected 
to  get  fouls  and  then  stopped 
playing,  no  call  was  made.  If  we 
want  to  be  aggressive,  it  is 
impossible  for  us  to  play  that 
way,”  Coach  Mo  said. 

“Nevertheless,  we  still  made 
some  great  plays  and  we  select- 
ed our  shots  well  even  if  they 
did  not  always  fall  into  the  bas- 
ket.” 

Lokitis  and  Crabtree  lead  the 
team  in  scoring  with  19  and  18 
points,  respectively.  Gage 
Eberlin  '04  also  contributed 
with  eight  rebounds  and  two 
steals;  Simms  also  helped  the 
team  with  seven  assists. 

Despite  the  discouraging  sit- 
uation of  the  Boys  Basketball 
program,  the  boys  are  not  ready 
to  give  up.

Loses  By  Nine  at  Worchester

Coach  Leon  Modeste  com- 
mented, “We  definitely  short 
armed  our  shots,  meaning  that  we 
shot  too  quickly  without  thinking 
about  other  options  first. 
Worcester  had  many  things  going 
for  them:  a great  record,  a few 
post  graduates  and  two  big  guys  - 
6’ 10”  and  6’8.  I think  the  main 
problem  with  our  performance 
was  that  our  players  were  nervous 
about  the  tall  boys  blocking  our 
shots  so  we  hesitated  too  long  to 
shoot.” 

With  a frustrating  halftime 
score  of  31-23  Worcester,  the 
Andover  boys  made  a conscious 
decision  to  work  harder  in  the 
second  half.  “None  of  us  wanted 
to  lose,”  Adam  Crabtree  ’04  said. 
“We  decided  that  if  we  were 
going  to  have  a chance  at  a win, 


we  needed  to  stop  messing  up 
easy  plays  and  work  together  as  a 
team  instead.” 

Despite  an  early  run  in  the 
second  half  by  Worcester,  which 
left  Andover  down  by  12  points, 
the  Boys  in  Blue  played  strongly 
enough  to  tie  the  game  with  five 
minutes  left.  Defensively  they 
played  tough,  and  offensively  the 
team  concentrated  on  making 
clean  shots. 

“In  the  last  fifteen  minutes  of 
the  game,  the  kids  played  their 
hearts  out.

The  final  measure  of 
victory,  [nine  points],  was  not 
indicative  of  the  game  because 
Andover  was  forced  to  foul  the 
opposing  team  with  the  hope  of 
getting  the  ball  back,  in  turn 
allowing  them  to  score  additional 
points.” 

“We  played  alright,  but  not  as 
well  as  I would  have  wanted  to  in 
the  first  half.  If  we  had  actually 
made  our  shots,  the  score  would 
have  been  in  our  favor  by  at  least 
five,”  said  Captain  Tyler  Simms 
’04.  “The  team  did  pull  together 
in  the  second  half  and  made  up  a 
12-point  difference  in  just  six 
minutes.  It  was  still  disappointing 
that  we  could  not  overcome  our 
mediocre  first  half  and  end  up 
with  a win.  Overall,  we  played 
well  enough  to  be  in  the  game  but 
not  well  enough  to  win  it.” 

Simms  had  seven  assists,  and 
Crabtree  and  loey  Lokitis  ’06 
grabbed  seven  and  six  rebounds, 
respectively.  Lokitis  lead  the  team 
in  scoring  with  22  points,  and 
Crabtree  followed  closely  with  1 9 
points. 

Going  from  playing  cluster  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  to 
playing  varsity  basketball  for  the 


first  time,  Brent  Vale  ’04  scored 
six  points.  “Vale  was  tearing  up 
the  court  whenever  I watched  a 
cluster  practice,  and  he  really 
impressed  me.  We  were  soft  in  the 
middle  with  injuries  and  other  set- 
backs, so  I brought  him  onto  the 
team.  Vale  has  really  helped  us 
out  there,”  Coach  Mo  explained. 
“Cluster  has  become  a feeder  sys- 
tem for  my  team,”  he  added  with 
a smile. 

Looking  into  the  future, 
Andover  has  a challenging  game 
on  Friday  against  NMH,  whom 
they  previously  lost  to  by  40 
points.  To  be  successful,  Coach 
Mo  says  his  team  needs  to  shrink 
the  game  by  getting  the  ball,  tak- 
ing a deep  breath,  and  slowing  the 
pace  down.  He  calls  the  team  a 
shooting  club,  not  a running  one; 
therefore,  he  does  not  encourage 
his  players  to  make  quick  run 
outs,  especially  against  teams 
with  as  much  height  as  NMH  has. 

“I  will  easily  pass  up  a lay  up 
for  a three  [point  shot]  if  we  are 
micromanaging  every  possession 
we  have  of  the  ball.  Mentally,  the 
game  will  be  difficult.  But  we  are 
a different  team  this  time  around 
and  I have  high  hopes  for  what 
may  come  from  the  upcoming 
game,”  said  Coach  Mo. 

He  continued,  “I  feel  bad  that 
we  keep  losing,  but  at  least  we  are 
losing  against  formidable  foes. 
The  losing  gets  old,  but  my  boys 
have  had  a tremendous  attitude 
through  everything.  We  have 
played  our  final  away  game  and 
our  shooting  is  remarkably  better 
at  home  than  on  the  road.  If  the 
kids  stay  on  top  of  their  game  and 
focus  on  improving  our  weak 
spots,  I think  our  team  has  a defi- 
nite chance  of  an  upset  on 
Friday.”

With  several  games  under  its

Although  disappointed  at  the 
outcome  of  Saturday’s  game, 
Hanley  remains  optimistic.

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Stephanie  Krant  ’05  Racks  Up  32  in 
Convincing  Win  Over  NMH  Hoggers

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For  the  past  several  games, 
the  Lady  Blue  has  been  on  a roll, 
and  this  past  Friday  was  certain- 
ly no  exception.

21. 

“We  were  really  playing 
well”  Krant  comments.  She  con-

Saturday,  but  then  again,  so  was 
everyone  else.”  Krant  dominated 
the  offense,  finishing  with  a 
ridiculous  70%  field-goal  per- 
centage. She  finished  the  game 
with  a staggering  season  and 
career  high  of  32  points  scored; 
in  a game  with  80  points  on  the 
board. 

Other  commendable  efforts 
were  put  forth  by  point-guards 
Laurel  Sticklor  ’05,  just  return- 
ing from  a back  injury,  and  Sarah 
Chang  ’05. 

Co-Captain  Mimi  Hanley  ’04 
also  came  to  the  court  on  Friday 
with  her  A game  and  helped 
Krant  lead  the  team  in  an  offen- 
sive onslaught  against  the  NMH 
Hoggers. 

Despite  playing  nearly  all- 
out  in  the  first  half,  the  Lady 
Blue  kept  up  the  intensity  all  the 
way  through  the  second  half, 
showing  impressive  stamina.  The 
girls  were  working  together 
beautifully,  spotting  open  team- 
mates and  keeping  their 
turnovers  minimal. 

The  Lady  Bailers  kept  up 
their  aggressive  play  as  well, 
leading  a relentless  barrage 
against  the  NMH  basket. 

With  38  points  scored  in  the 
second  half,  the  Andover  girls 
went  as  far  as  to  come  within 
three  points  of  their  outstanding 
scoring  efforts  in  the  first. 

The  way  the  Girls  in  Blue 
were  playing,  NMH  could  not 
have  known  what  hit  them.  The 
Hoggers  were  pushed  back  on 
the  defensive  again  and  again  as 
the  Andover  girls  refused  to  let 
up.

Having  lost  Rachel  Shack 
and  Christa  Vardaro  to  injury, 
Andover  had  to  rely  on  its 
remaining  starters,  who  had  an 
even  bigger  role  in  the  win  than 
usual. 

“We  were  a little  nervous  at 
the  outset,”  said  Krant,  “but  we 
held  it  together  and  stepped  up  to 
the  plate. 

We  were  all  really  proud  of 
our  results,  especially  given  that 
we  were  playing  without  the  help 
of  two  really  solid  teammates.” 

Andover  walked  onto  the 
court  on  Friday  with  victory  in 
mind,  and  lately,  there  seems  to 
be  no  stopping  the  Lady  Bailers. 
Riding  a four-game  winning 
streak,  Andover  Girls  Basketball 
has  been  outdoing  itself  week  in 
and  week  out. 

In  virtually  every  game  an 
Andover  player  has  posted  a sea- 
son or  career  high.

With  a heartbreaking  loss  to

All  of  the  hard  work  that 
Andover  Nordic  has  put  in  cer- 
tainly paid  off  at  the  race,  in 
which  the  team  performed  very 
well. 

“We  had  an  excellent  race”, 
said  Travis  Green  ’04.  “It’s 
great  to  see  that  both  the  guys’ 
girls’  racing  teams  have  expand- 
ed.” 

The  expansion  of  the  Nordic 
team  has  been  impressive,  as 
this  year  they  have  almost  dou- 
bled in  size  from  last  year’s 
membership. 

The  team  now  has  over  30 
skiers,  which  Ms.  Carlisle  has 
separated  into  two  groups  - a 
development  team  and  Varsity 
squad. 

Due  to  the  unprecedented

The  race  was  also  a first  for 
Charlotte  Pougnier  ’05  and 
Katie  Folkman  ’04,  both  new 
members  of  the  Varsity  squad. 
Their  performance  was  fantas- 
tic, especially  considering  the 
fact  that  they  are  new  to  the  rac- 
ing team. 

The  conditions  were  great 
for  a race.  It  was  about  30 
degrees  outside  with  little  wind, 
so  it  was  not  too  cold  on  the 
course,  which  was  expertly 
groomed  by  St.  Paul’s  snow 
mobile  crews. 

Total  track  length  for  the 
race  was  about  5 kilometers, 
which  is  about  the  standard  for 
most  skate  races. 

The  course  was  certainly  a 
challenge,  for  it  contained  sev- 
eral steep  climbs,  including  a 
particularly  daunting  downhill 
with  a sharp  turn  at  the  bottom. 

The  group  that  organizes  the 
competitions  always  alternates 
starting  times  for  the  boys  and 
girls  races;  this  time  the  girls 
started  first.  For  this  reason,  the 
boys  were  able  to  leave  campus 
a little  later,  showing  up  to  St. 
Paul’s  around  2;  15,  just  in  time 
to  catch  the  beginning  of  the 
girls’  race.

It  promises  to  be  difficult,  as 
the  course  is  7 kilometers  long, 
making  it  2 kilometers  longer 
than  that  of  the  Wednesday  race. 
However,  the  coaches  are  confi- 
dent that  the  squad  is  ready  to 
take  on  the  challenge.

Girls  Nordic  Skis  to  Second

The  Andover  Varsity  Nordic 
team  has  had  the  hardest  two 
weeks  of  the  season.

Most  courses  run  a single 
loop,  but  the  crew  at  NMH  decid- 
ed to  hold  the  race  out  in  the 
fields,  creating  a 1.2  K loop  that 
meandered  across  the  icy  snow- 
fields  in  a clearing  beside  the 
school.  The  boys  were  to  com- 
plete six  laps,  for  a grand  total  of 
7.2K,  while  the  girls  needed  to 
complete  five,  for  a total  of  6K. 

The  race  had  a relatively 
small  turnout,  with  only  about  40 
skiers  competing.  At  the  boys’ 
race,  Captain  Scott  Silverstein 
’04  was  one  of  the  first  skiers  to 
shoot  through  the  starting  blocks, 
followed  closely  by  Travis  Green 
’04.  Both  Green  and  Captain 
Silverstein  got  off  to  a strong 
start,  leading  the  pack  all  the  way 
to  the  end,  where  they  finished  in 
7th  and  6th  place,  respectively. 

Captain  Silverstein  felt  that 
the  race  was  shorter  than  he  had 
expected,  but  he  admitted  that  it 
was  hard  to  pace  himself  given 
he  wasn’t  very  familiar  with  the 
7.2  K distance.  “I  think  I could 
have  placed  higher,”  he  said,  “if 
I’d  allotted  my  energy  more 
effectively.”  The  rest  of  the 
Andover  Boys  finished  one  after 
another,  taking  1 1th  - 14th  places 
and  giving  the  Blue  an  overall 
score  of  34.  Miles  Canaday  '05 
j came  in  at  the  head  of  the  pack, 
followed  by  newcomer  Jim  Elder 
’07.  In  the  end,  the  boys  were 
beaten  out  of  1st  and  2nd  by  St. 
Paul’s  and  NMH,  pushing  the 
Blue  into  3rd  place. 


The  girls  faired  better  than 
the  boys,  finishing  2nd  overall 
and  only  a point  behind  NMH.

Captain  Scott 
Silverstein  ’04  contributed  this 
success  to  the  conditions  at  hand, 
saying  that  "One  advantage  to 
the  course  was  that  the  snow 
tended  to  be  a bit  softer,  more 
like  that  which  the  team  is  used 
to  practicing  on,  and  thus  many 
of  our  less  experienced  racers  did 
better  than  they  have  in  the  past  - 
some  having  their  best  races 
ever.” 

The  course  boasted  some 
impressive  uphill  sections.

Jim  Elder  ’07  pretty  much 
summed  up  everyone’s  thoughts 
on  the  hills,  “They  were  really 
tough  at  times,”  he  said,  “but  I 
managed.”

j esting  race.”  The  snow  had  iced 
over  due  to  recent  weather,  and 
skis  needed  to  be  prepped  using  a 
special  technique  called  “klister- 
ing”  to  ensure  that  the  wax  on  the 
bottoms  would  stick  well  enough 
to  the  slick  surface.  Using  a 
blowtorch,  skiers  melted  a spe- 
cial wax  onto  the  base  of  their 
skis  that  was  stickier  than  type 
they  usually  use. 

According  to  Captain  Scott 
Silverstein  ’04,  “The  waxing  job 
turned  out  to  be  a big  help  for 


some  skiers,  and  a big  problem 
for  others.”  Depending  on  the 
amount  used,  some  skis  stuck  to 
the  surface  a bit  too  much,  caus- 
ing glide  problems  for  some 
skiers. 

Several  of  the  new  team 
members  have  showed  great 
progress  this  season.  Abby  King 
’07  was  invited  to  race  with  the 
squad  this  past  Wednesday,  par- 
ticipating in  her  first  race  of  the 
season.  Despite  the  harsh  condi- 
tions and  first-time  jitters,  King 
pulled  off  a remarkable  perform- 
ance. With  a time  of  29:34,  King 
placed  third  among  the  Andover 
girls,  followed  by  Helen 


Fitzmaurice  ’05,  Gen 
Desaulniers  '04,  and  Charlotte 
Pougnier  ’05.  When  asked  to 
comment  on  her  outstanding 
showing  at  Putney,  King  simply 
said  “Racing  is  so  much  fun!” 
The  Nordic  team  sees  strong 
promise  in  skiers  like  Abby  and 
will  expect  more  from  her  for 
seasons  to  come. 

With  NEPSACS  drawing 
near,  the  Nordic  season  is'quick- 
ly  coming  to  a close.

Early  Wednesday  morning 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  end 
for  the  Nordic  Team,  as  we  loaded 
up  before  sunrise  for  a two-plus 
hour  trek  lo  Interschols  at 
Kimball  Union  Academy.

is  about  6.5  km.”  For  racers  par- 
ticipating in  the  relay,  she  gave  a 
similar  synopsis.  “You  start  on  a 
field,  ski  a slightly  longer  flat  sec- 
tion, then  head  into  the  woods.  I 
am  guessing  this  is  between  2.5 
and  3 kilometers.”  The  coach’s 
words  were  helpful,  as  knowing 
what  to  expect  out  on  the  snow 
always  gets  racers  better  pre- 
pared. 

Miles  Canaday  ’05  said 
before  his  race,  “This  should 
prove  to  be  a tough  course,  but  the 
team  trained  hard  this  season,  and 
I think  we’ll  be  up  to  the  chal- 
lenge.” The  girls  were  first  up  at 
the  starting  blocks,  followed  by 
the  boys  at  11:00.  Seeing  that  the 
course  was  6.5K,  it  would  be  the 
second  longest  race  of  the  year, 
and  .the  longest  classic  one. 


However,  this  only  seemed  fitting 
for  this  paramount  competition. 

For  Meg  Sullivan  ’04  and 
Kendra  Allenby  ’05,  all  that  hard 
work  paid  off  in  the  race.  For  the 
entire  season,  both  have  been 
locked  in  a rivalry  with  two  skiers 
from  NMH.  In  past  races,  NMH 
has  been  able  to  inch  ahead  of  the 
Lady  Blue,  beating  them  out  by  a 
few  points  every  time  - but  not  at 
KUA.  Both  Allenby  and  Sullivan 
destroyed  their  respective 
Northfield  opponents,  and  their 
efforts  pushed  the  Andover  girls 
ahead  on  the  scoreboard.  When 
the  news  came  in  that  Sullivan 
had  beaten  her  longtime  rival 
Jenny  Richards,  both  Coach 
Carlisle  and  Assistant  Coach 
Keith  Robinson  ’96  were  ecstatic. 
She  had  destroyed  her  competi- 


tion, beating  Richards  by  44  sec- 
onds to  finish  with  the  exception- 
al time  of  23  minutes  flat. 

The  boys  performed  well, 
each  racer  came  in  with  a 
respectable  time.  The  course  and 
competition  were  tough,  and  the 
long  uphill  at  the  beginning 
slowed  down  the  times. 
Nonetheless,  everyone  finished 
strong,  and  the  Blue  had  a good 
showing. 

Captain  Scott  Silverstein  '04 
said  “ I think  everyone  did  very 
well,  some  having  their  best  races 
of  season.

At  #2,  Derek  de  Svastich  ’06 
had  a strong  showing  of  racquet 
skill  and  shot  selection,  allowing 
him  to  win  his  match  in  three 
games. 

With  Dan  Wagman  '06  away 
for  the  weekend,  Captain  Dave 
Morse  ’04  filled  in  the  #3  spot. 
Morse,  despite  his  quick  move- 
ment around  the  court,  could  not 
produce  winning  shots  outright, 
and  had  to  fight  his  way  through 
five  games.  Morse  eventually 
won  3-2.  Henry  Manice  ’05  also 
faired  well  at  his  #5  position.  His 
excellent  reach  allowed  him  to 
pressure  his  opponent,  forcing 
errors  left  and  right.  Manice  also 
showed  thoughtful  shot  selection 
during  his  3-0  win  against 
Middlesex.  Harry  Goldstein  ’05 
was  pitted  against  a relentless 
retriever.  Goldstein  labored 
through  four  games,  ending  with 
a 3-1  win.  Kirk  Lepke  ’04  won 
his  match  in  three  quick  games, 
attributing  his  victory  to  “lots  of 
sleep,  and  a good  breakfast.” 
Greg  Feldmann  ’05  also  won  in 
three,  showing  his  improved 
stroke  and  retrieval  from  the 
back  comers . 

Immediately  following  the 
Middlesex  matches,  Andover 
squared  up  with  neighbor 
Brooks.  Again,  Beck  had  trouble 
with  his  opponent,  losing  in  four 
games.  De  Svastich  controlled 
the  court  in  his  match.  A small 
lapse  in  the  third  game  allowed 
his  Brooks  opponent  to  steal  a 
game,  but  de  Svastich  came  back 


to  win  3-1 . Morse,  tired  from  his 

previous  five-game  marathon, 
chose  to  slow  the  pace  of  his 
match  with  ample  lobbing,  cou- 
pled with  opportunistic  shooting. 
The  strategy  worked,  and  he  won 
his  match  3-0.  Manice  added  to 
his  previous  outstanding  play  by 
adding  sharp  shooting  to  his 
already  controlling  volleys.

Manice  shot  * sharply  and 
retrieved  surprisingly  well  in  his 
match.

Boys  Squash  Takes  Fourth  at  Interschols, 
Surpassing  Last  Year’s  Fifth  Place  Finish

Andover's  squash  team 
returned  from  Interschols  this 
weekend  with  a feather  in  each 
of  the  players’  caps.  Despite 
having  graduated  three  of  the 
top  four  players  from  last  year, 
the  squash  squad  managed  to 
place  one  seed  higher  than  last 
year  in  the  final  standings,  earn- 
ing 4th  place  in  the  league  of  35 
schools.  The  only  teams  with 
higher  rankings  than  Andover 
were  Brunswick,  Belmont  Hill, 
and  Taft,  in  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd, 
respectively. 

Much  of  the  team’s  success 
has  been  attributed  to  the  deter- 
mination and  work  ethic  of  the 
players.  Over  the  season,  the 
squad  toiled  and  strained  under 
the  guidance  of  team  captain 
Dave  Morse  '04.  “ Fitness  is  the 
key  to  dominating  in  squash. 
You  can’t  hit  winning  shots  if 
you  can’t  get  to  the  ball  in 
time,”  said  Morse. 

At  the  number  one  position, 
Elliot  Beck  ’05  had  a maturing 
experience  through  the  season. 
His  jump  from  number  three  last 
year  was  a big  change,  but  Beck 
had  to  take  the  spot,  acting  as  a 
sort  of  sacrificial  lamb.  Beck 
bore  the  brunt  of  the  attack  that 
the  best  of  the  other  teams  threw 
at  Andover.  The  players  imme- 
diately below  Beck  in  the  ladder 
(of  similar  skill  levels)  enjoyed 
easier  times  against  less  cut- 
throat opponents. 

Beck  faced  some  of  the  best 
in  the  country  at  interschols.  He 
lost  his  first  match  against  St. 
George’s  Leroy  Leong,  and  later 
to  St.  Paul’s  Sean  Wilkinson, 
native  of  Zimbabwe.  “Next  year 
I'll  know  what  to  expect,  I know 
what’s  coming.  I plan  to  do 
much  better  next  year,”  prom- 
ised Beck. 

At  the  number  two  position, 
Derek  de  Svastich  '06  faired 
only  slightly  better  than  Beck. 
De  Svastich  lost  in  the  first 
round  to  Omar  Mangalji  of 
Groton  in  four  hotly  contested 
games.  He  pulled  out  two  big 


wins  against  Brooks  and  St. 
Pauls  on  the  second  day  of 
match  play.  On  the  third  and 
final  day,  de  Svastich  lost  to 
Bermuda  resident  Mike  Shrubb 
in  the  consolation  quarterfinals. 
Shrubb  went  on  to  win  the  con- 
solation bracket  later  that  day. 

At  number  three,  Dan 
Wagman  '06  played  well  the 
entire  weekend.  He  was  seeded 
fourth  in  his  bracket  due  to  his 
excellent  record  from  the  regu- 
lar season.  Wagman  blazed 
through  his  first  match,  beating 
his  Tabor  opponent  in  three 
quick  games.  Difficulties  in  his 
second  match  against  fifth-seed- 
ed Jack  Fennebresque  of  Choate 
tested  Wagman’s  limits. 
Straining  throughout,  Wagman 
managed  to  finish  the  five-game 
marathon  match  on  top. 

In  the  semifinals,  Wagman 
faced  top  ranked  John  Fulham 
of  Belmont  Hill.  Fulham’s  skill 
was  too  much  for  Wagman. 
Fulham  won  in  three  games,  9- 
2,  9-2,  9-0.  In  Wagman’s  last 
match,  he  lost  to  end  the  tourna- 
ment in  fourth  place  in  his 
bracket. 

At  number  four,  captain 
Morse  played  aggressively.  He 
won  his  first  match  against  St. 
Pauls  in  three  short  games.  The 
next  day,  he  was  pitted,  once 
again,  against  his  Exeter  rival, 
Harvey  Lederman. 

In  an  epic  last  encounter,  the 
two  duked  it  out  ferociously. 
Morse’s  record  against 
Lederman  over  the  past  two 
years  had  been  4-0  before  the 
match.  It  was  Lederman’s  last 
chance  to  redeem  himself. 
Morse  quickly  gained  a 2-0 
game  lead,  but  Lederman  fought 
back,  balancing  the  score  at  2-2. 
Morse  grew  tired  and  had  to  rely 
on  shot  selection  to  dig  him  out 
of  his  hole.  With  a nail-biting 
finish,  Morse  won  the  fifth 
game  9-7,  sending  him  to  the 
semifinals. 

In  his  semifinal  match 
against  Brunswick,  Morse  could 
not  cope  with  his  opponent’s 
unusual  playing  style  and  hard 
hit  shots.  Captain  Morse  lost  in 
three  games,  leaving  him  disap- 


pointed. He  went  on  to  win  his 
next  match  in  three  short  games, 
placing  him  third  overall  in  his 
bracket. 

At  number  five,  Harry 
Goldstein  ’05  did  his  fair  share 
of  damage.  He  lost  an  emotion- 
ally charged  match  against  a 
strong  Groton  player  in  three 
drawn-out  games.  Goldstein 
won  his  next  two  matches  easi- 
ly, and  then  was  once  again  met 
by  his  previous  Groton  rival  in 
the  consolation  semifinals. 
Tired  from  his  previous  bouts, 
Goldstein  toiled  over  five  gruel- 
ing games.  Revenge  was  had,  as 
Goldstein  won  his  match  3-2.

Number  six  player  Henry 
Manice  ’05  also  had  a good 
weekend.

On  the  second  day  of  match 
play,  Manice  faltered  slightly 
against  a strong  Hotchkiss  play- 
er, but  eventually  out-shot  his 
competitor  and  won  in  five 
games.

Lepke  went  straight  through 
his  opening  two  matches,  beat- 
ing his  Exeter  and  St.  Pauls 
opponents.

Some  days,  nothing  goes  well, 
and  Saturday  was  one  of  those 
days  Playing  both 
Taft  and  Loomis, 
the  girls  finished

This  year,  Taft’s  number 
one  player,  Supriya  Balsehar,  who 
played  against  Andover  Captain 
Diana  Grace  ’05,  is  ranked  number 


three  in  India  (one  of  the  top 
squash  countries  in  the  world)  and 
their  number  two  player,  Sydney 
Scott,  who  took  on  Andover’s 
Charlotte  MacMillan’s  ’05,  came 
in  3rd  at  the  under- 19  Junior 
Olympics. 

Loomis  has  maintained  a very 
strong  team  over  the  past  decade, 
and  Lady  Blue  previous  loss  to 
Taft  made  things  all  the  more  diffi- 
cult. 

Although  Emily  Watson  ’04  is 
only  the  sixth  ranked  player  on  the 
team,  she  was  most  competitive 
with  her  opponent.  Staying  close 
to  her  opponent  throughout  the 
match  and  only  losing  9-8,  10-8, 
and  9-6,  Watson  scored  more 
points  than  any  other  player.  As 
Watson  herself  noted,  “Volleys 
were  essential  in  all  of  my  games 
because  both  of  my  opponents  hit 
hard  fast  shots  that  required  quick 
reflexes.  Unfortunately  Watson  did 
not  fare  so  well  at  Loomis,  losing 
9-2, 9-4,  and  9-5. 

Skylar  Washburn  ’05  was  the 
only  player  to  score  a win  this 
weekend.  In  a 3-0  win  against 
Loomis,  Washburn  quickly 
observed  her  opponent  lacked  the 
speed  necessary  for  squash,  and  by 
moving  the  ball  around  the  court, 
Washburn  exhausted  her  opponent 
and  was  able  to  force  a number  of 


errors.  Watson  said  of  Washburn’s 
play:  “Skylar’s  win  against 
Loomis  definitely  cheered  us  up,”. 

Andover  team  captain  Grace 
lost  both  of  her  matches  3-0.  Grace 
said  of  her  performance:  “They 
both  had  really  strong  teams,  and  I 
think  we  were  a little  bit  intimidat- 
ed by  Taft.  Even  though  we  lost 
pretty  badly,  we  tried  and  did  our 
best,  but  there  is  a lot  we  still  need 
to  work  on.”  Walking  onto  the 
court  against  the  number  player  in 
India,  Grace  was  naturally  a little 
nervous,  but  surprisingly  was  still 
able  to  win  an  occasional  point.

1/10/04  Choate  Edges  PA  in  Boys  Swimming  [TIMES] 

In  a spirited  contest  that  featured  several  close  finishes,  Choate  defeated  Andover  100  - 85  in  each 
team's  first  dual  meet  of  the  season. Coming  off  a strong  2nd  place  at  Interschols  last  season, 
Choate  is  one  of  the  early  season  favorites  for  supremacy  in  the  New  England  Prep  School 
swimming  league.  Despite  losing  seven  seniors  to  graduation,  Andover  fought  a hard,  albeit  uphill, 
battle  against  a very  strong  team. 

The  boys  in  blue  started  off  on  a strong  note,  winning  the  200  Medley  Relay  in  1:43.96,  more  than 
two  seconds  ahead  of  Choate,  with  Jeff  Zhou  '06  in  Backstroke,  newcomer  Robert  Gucwa  '04  in 
Breaststroke,  captain  Pauli  Randt  '04  in  Butterfly  and  Tom  Yeung  '04  anchoring  in  Freestyle. 

After  Choate  won  the  200  Free  convincingly  with  their  team  leader  Guernsey  swimming  a very  good 
1:48.46,  Andover  struck  back  by  winning  the  200  Individual  Medley  with  Gucwa  coming  back  from 
two  lengths  behind  after  the  Backstroke  leg  to  win  the  race  in  2:03.12.  The  50  Freestyle  was  very 
close,  but  Pentz  from  Choate  edged  out  Zhou  for  the  win  by  four  hundredths  of  a second. 

The  diving  event  featured  a remarkable  one-two  finish  for  Andover,  with  Corey  Psoinos  '07  winning 
with  an  outstanding  242.9  points,  only  twenty  points  shy  of  the  Andover  school  record!  David 
Wilkinson  '05  finished  second  with  an  equally  excellent  196.55,  and  at  the  break  Andover  was 
poised  for  the  upset  with  a three  point  lead  (40  to  37). 

When  swimming  resumed,  Choate  roared  back  and  asserted  its  domination  of  the  meet.  First,  the 
visiting  Wild  Boars  swept  the  Butterfly  event  with  top  three  finishes,  then  they  took  the  first  two 
spots  in  the  100  Freestyle,  with  Randt  missing  the  second  spot  by  only  seven  hundredths  of  a 
second.  In  the  500  Freestyle  event,  Interschols  champion  Guernsey  cruised  to  victory  in  4:50.95, 
while  Aaron  Stroble  '04  and  Ryan  Ferguson  '07  took  the  next  two  spots.  After  Choate  won  the  200 
Freestyle  relay,  the  outcome  was  assured,  despite  two  excellent  victories  by  Andover  in  the  last  two 
individual  events,  with  Gucwa  taking  the  100  Breaststroke  in  1:08.57  and  Zhou  the  100  Backstroke 
in  55.82.  Finally,  Choate  closed  out  the  meet  with  an  easy  win  in  the  400  Freestyle  relay  event. 

After  the  meet.  Coach  Hugon  sounded  upbeat  despite  the  loss:  "Given  the  fact  that  Choate  is  one  of 
the  best  teams  in  the  league  and  considering  the  relative  youth  of  our  squad,  I am  very  pleased 
with  the  way  everyone  swam.  Our  swimmers  stayed  focused,  produced  excellent  efforts,  and  if  a 
couple  of  close  finishes  had  gone  our  way,  we  would  have  had  a shot  at  a tremendous  upset.  I am 
encouraged  by  the  way  our  team  behaved  today,  and  I look  forward  to  the  next  dual  meets."

1/17/04  Boys  Swimming  Edges  Loomis  On  Final  Relay  [TIMES] 

Andover  94  - Loomis  90 

The  Boys  Swimming  team  notched  their  first  dual  meet  victory  of  the  season  with  a dramatic  come- 
from-behind  win  over  Loomis-Chaffee  last  Saturday,  94  to  90. 

After  placing  6th  last  year  at  Interschols,  Loomis  came  in  as  a much  improved  team  this  season, 
featuring  no  less  than  seven  new  Varsity  swimmers  and  having  registered  a second  place  league 
finish  in  water-polo,  only  losing  to  perennial  powerhouse  Exeter  in  the  finals  in  the  fall. 

Andover,  as  is  often  the  case,  got  off  to  a very  fast  start,  surprising  Loomis  with  a 1-2  finish  in  the 
200  Medley  Relay.  The  winning  relay  featured  Jeff  Zhou  '06,  Robert  Gucwa  '04,  captain  Pauli 
Randt  '04  and  Tom  Yeung  '04  in  a good  time  of  1:44.48;  they  were  followed  by  Rob  Anderson  '06, 
Charlie  Thornton  '05,  Yusuke  Uchiyama  '05  and  Jamie  Neuwirth  '06,  and  Andover  led  12-2  after  the 

first  event. 

But  Loomis  came  right  back,  with  their  lead  swimmer  Brisson  edging  out  Aaron  Stroble  '04  in  the 
200  Free,  as  well  as  taking  3rd  and  4th  places  in  the  race,  ahead  of  Ryan  Ferguson  '07.  Gucwa 
continued  his  early  season  domination  of  the  200  IM  with  a convincing  win  in  2:04.25,  while 
newcomer  Dennis  Jow  '07  grabbed  4th  place  points  with  a very  good  2:18.46.  Loomis  retaliated  in 
the  50  Free,  capturing  the  event  ahead  of  Zhou,  Randt  and  Anderson,  and  at  the  diving  break, 
Andover  led  narrowly  34  - 28. 

The  diving  event  marked  a turning  point  in  the  meet,  with  Loomis  unexpectedly  taking  the  win  from 
Corey  Psoinos  '07,  and  Dave  Wilkinson  '05  finishing  4th.  And  when  the  swimming  resumed,  Loomis 
emphatically  took  the  lead  50  - 42  with  a 1-2-3  finish  in  the  100  Butterfly. 

Things  were  looking  bleak  for  the  boys  in  blue,  and  after  Eucalitto  pushed  off  a very  strong  Andover 
sprinting  trio  of  Randt,  Neuwirth  and  Yeung  in  the  100  Free,  the  gap  stood  at  57  - 51.  The  500 
provided  no  relief  for  Andover,  with  Brisson  once  again  winning  his  event  ahead  of  Stroble,  and 
after  the  long-distance  event,  Loomis  had  increased  its  lead  to  10  points,  67  - 57. 

But  then  Andover  started  climbing  back.  First  the  200  Free  Relay  of  Zhou,  Yeung,  Neuwirth  and 
Randt  narrowly  grabbed  the  event  with  a 1:33.52,  decreasing  the  gap  to  65  - 73  despite  Loomis 
taking  2nd  and  3rd  place. 

In  the  backstroke  event,  always  a signature  race  for  Andover,  Zhou  and  Anderson  scored  a 
tremendous  1-2,  with  Andrew  Faulkner  '07  grabbing  precious  5th  place  points  to  leave  the  team 
only  two  points  behind  its  rival,  76  to  78.  In  the  Breaststroke,  Gucwa  took  first  place  in  a personal 
best  of  1:01.86,  and  Thornton  fourth  place,  setting  the  stage  for  a showdown  in  the  last  relay  with 
Loomis  leading  86  - 84,  and  Andover  needing  to  win  the  event  to  tie,  and  place  1st  and  3rd  to  win 
the  meet. 

In  front  of  a screaming  crowd,  and  with  its  two  best  sprinters  done  for  the  day,  Andover's  first  relay 
team  of  Neuwirth,  Stroble,  Yeung  and  Gucwa  scored  an  incredible  win  in  3:28.07,  leaving  Loomis  to 
take  second  place  in  3:29.30,  while  the  team  of  Jow,  Ferguson,  Faulkner  and  Anderson  took  the 
needed  third  place  in  3:39.85,  ahead  of  Loomis  in  3:40.93.  When  the  noise  died  down,  Andover  had 
edged  Loomis  by  the  slimmest  of  margins,  94  - 90. 

Coach  Hugon  was  very  pleased  after  the  meet:  "We  knew  Loomis  would  be  strong  coming  in,  but 
frankly  we  did  not  know  they  would  be  this  strong.  We  had  a few  setbacks  during  the  contest,  but 
the  whole  team  remained  focused  and  determined  to  swim  as  hard  as  they  could,  and  it  paid  off.  I
